body has a. mental health prob- 
lem at o;ie time or another, a 
nationally - known psychiatrist 
said Saturday night. 


Dr. William C. Menhinger of 


the Menninger Clinic, .Topeka, 
Kan., said in a speech prepared 
for the closing session of the 
sixth annual convention of the 
National Association for Mental 
Health: 


"The statistics on the inci- 


dence of mental ill health have 
been variously cited as one (per- 
son) in 16, one in-12, and one in 
10. 


"However, even the most 


startling of. these figures do 
not tell the entire story, be- 
cause they refer only to ths> 
extreme cases of mental dis- 
order. 


"We have become . so con- 


cerned with the severe manifes- 
tations — psychosis and acute 
psychoneurosis — that we have 
tended to overlook the common, 
.everyday emotional disturbances 
•which can be as upsetting and 
incapacitating as many of the 
physical illnesses." 


He added: 
' 


"When we take these into ac- 


count, the toll of iriental illness 
must be reckoned as one in one, 
for there isn't a person who does 
not 
experience 
frequently 
a 


mental or emotional disturbance 
severe enough to disrupt his 
functioning as a well-adjusted, 
happy, and efficiently-perform- 
ing individual." 


* * * * 


THE PSYCHIATRIST s a i d 


that mental ill health does not 
always show up in an obvious 
clinical pattern, but that it may 
take the form of such, things as: 


Vague, gnawing anxiety or de- 


pression ; ill-concealed feelings 
of suspicion, fear,' resentment 
and hate; a variety of physical 
complaints which have no or- 
ganic basis; aggressive acts di- 
rected against specific individ- 
uals or against society in gener- 
al; and marital difficulties, oc- 
cupational troubles, and school 
problems. 


He said the nation's four mil- 


lion cases of "problem drinkers" 
constitute one evidence of the 
widespread effects of mental ill 
health. Also, such things as the 
1,750,000 cases of serious crime 
each year, the half-million cases 
In juvenile courts annually, and 
the ratio of one divorce for 
every four marriages.

Armand (Bolder) Landry, 41-yeair-old adventurer, 


Emthropologist, photographer, lecturer and former Long 
Beach resident, is home from a reiconnaisance trip 
through Auca Indian territory in the Ecuador jungle _ 
with his head still on his shoulders. 


The Aucas 
butchered 
five 


American missionaries there a 
year ago and Landry couldn't 
help consider the possibility that 
he might not only be killed but 
his head removed and shrunken. 


During two months in the 


jungle, however, Landry and his 
parly — a guide named Tarzau 
and four Indians — didn't see a 
single one of the dreaded Aucas. 
However, the adventurer spot- 
ted through a spyglass a scanti 
ly attired Indian woman and a 
baby who might have been 
members of the fierce tribe.

THERE WAS another near 
contact. 


"We ran across a freshly 


abandoned camp of Aucas one 
morning and picked up spears 
and a • number of artifacts," 
Landry said. "Apparently we 
must have outnumbered them 
and they fled." 


For five days in the jungle, the 


party would have been helpless 
against 
attack because 
their 


river boat collapsed, plunging 
guns, cameras, camping equip- 
ment and canned food into the 
wa ter. 


Landry, who resided here at 


2131 Jay Mill St., in 1952 and 
1953 and who now lives in Los 
Angeles, said the reconnaisance 
probe into the jungle provided 
many valuable lessons on equip- 
ment and procedures. 


He plans a "final penetration" 


into the jungle aarly in 1957.

Hastening a Child on 
Road to Recovery

"T. L. C." is a treatment often vitally, needed by 


child patients in the strange, sterile surroundings of a 
hospital ward, but it's one that busy doctors and 
nurses sometimes are hard-pressed to provide. 


But more than 100 women from throughout the harbor and 


South Bay areas are giving an abundance of "Tender, Loving . 
Care" to youngsters at Harbor General Hospital, Torranoe. 


RECEIVING HIS SHARE of "T. L. C." at Harbor Gen- 


eral Hospital is Dennis Wiemart, who gets a big hug 
from Mrs. C. A. Tillman of Lomita. 


The women are members of Volunteers for Children, or- 


ganized a little more than a year ago by the group's president, 
Mrs. John Stoddard of 3209 Antonio Dr., after she read of a 
similar volunteer corps in New York City. 


A housewife and mother as are many of the members, Mrs. 


Stoddard goes to the hospital when her two healthy youngsters 
are in school. 


She and the o'ther volunteers help the children on the road 


to recovery with, morale-lifting activities: reading, playing, 
talking and lots of motherly cuddling. 


It fills an important emotional need that no prescription 


from the hospital pharmacy could ever provide. In effect, the 
women are "stand-in mothers," since the1 children's real par-

ents usually are allowed to visit them only two hours weekly. 


The volunteers spend at least two hours weekly at the hos- 


pital. They wear white blouses with pink pinafores, which they 
provide. 


In addition to the members who go to the hospital, there 


are 60 associates who make toys and garments for the 
youngsters. 


More members are needed to round out the organization's 


program, according to Mrs. Stoddard. 


"We're particularly looking for women who can serve dur- 


ing the evening 'tuck-in' time," she reports. "Bed-time is when 
the children seem to miss their parents most." 


The V.F.C. program is supported to a large extent by area 


service groups, with the local Kiwanis Club undertaking the 
project this year. 


Such organizations have helped the volunteers provide the 


tiny patients with a wheel chair, stroller, cradle gyms, toys, 
speech therapy clinic, television set, film and viewers, books 
and Christmas party. 


"We never meet socially," Mrs. Stoddard explains. "Our

The arrival of the first 


Hungarian refugees in 
this country, moved me 
to compose the following 
letter. It might have been 
written by one of the 
newcomers to a friend 
who had also escaped 
from his unhappy home- 
land, 
but 
who 
found 


r e f u g e 
elsewhere in 


Europe. 


DEAR PEPPI:'' 
Well, Peppi, we have ar- 


rived in America. I wanted 
to write you sooner but it was 
a long, tiring trip, although 
exciting, and so many new 
impressions have crowded in 
upon me, I am only now gut- 
ting things sorted out in my 
mind. 


As we stepped from the 


plane onto the big airport an 
Army band was playing loud- 
ly. It had a strong umpah 
umpah beat and, at first, I 
thought it was the Ameri- 
can national anthem, but aft- 
er a few moments I realized 
it was Brahms, the Hungarian 
Dances 5 and 6. You know 
me, Peppi. I am musical and 
personally I don't mind if I 
never hear Brahms' idea of 
Hungarian gypsies again, but 
it was a kind gesture. The 
Americans wanted to make us 
feel at home. 


One thing that startled me, 


though, was the number of 
soldiers about. Peppi, the 
Americans are afraid of us! 
Five soldiers to every one of 
us. 
"No, no," I wanted to 


tell them. "Don't worry; we 
are in y o u r debt, we a r e 
g r a t e f u l to be here," but 
when you speak so little of a 
language it is hard. 


"One More, Please" 
T h e r e were e v e n more 


newspaper reporters and men 
with cameras than there were 
of the military. Imre's son, 
Sandor, was on the plane, too. 
He speaks good English and 
hoped maybe to get a job on 
a paper, but poor boy, I do 
not think it will be possible. 
The profession must be great- 
ly overcrowded as it is. We 
posed and posed for our pic- 
tures, but always the pho- 
tographers asked for just one 
more. 
Possibly their cam- 


eras aren't very good and 
they can't be sure of results. 
That is one thing we could 
do to repay a little, maybe. 


Please get in touch with 


Joseph in W e s t Berlin. A 
couple of years ago I lent 
him some money. 
I don't 


want the money back but I 
would very much like him to 
send me a good German cam- 
era and I will give it to one 
of the nice American news- 
paper photographers. 


A f t e r we w e r e photo- 


graphed we marched over to 
an outdoor platform, where 
a 
distinguished 
gentleman, 


the Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Army, Mr. Wilbur Bruck- 
er, made a speech. There was 
a strong wind blowing; and 
Mr. Brucker .and the other 
gentlemen of the delegation 
and ourselves were all quite 
cold. Mr. B r u c k e r looked 
rather unhappy, but you could 
see he felt he had to do some- 
thing official. 


The first thing he said was 


that he wanted to initiate us. 
For a moment I was worried. 
I remembered the initiations 
at the university — dumped 
in cold fountains, swallowing 
worms — it was nothing I 
wanted to go through at my 
age. But I would have done 
it, Peppi, without a murmur. 
I would not want an Ameri- 
can to think we Hungarians 
are cowards, but as it turned 
out Mr. Brucker didn't mean 
what I had thought.

The next thing he said was, 


"I want you to know what 
f r e e d o m is all about." 
I 


looked at the others. 
Some 


of them looked sad and some 
had curious little smiles. I 
think maybe Mr. B r u c k e r 
doesn't understand that we

OYSTER STEW 


(About 6 Cupfuls) 


Heat well in a double boiler- 


2 tblsp. butter 
1 pint oysters with liquor 


Combine and scald in a 


cups milk 


2 
tblsp. butter 


1 
tsp. salt 


',8 tsp. peper 


Stir and blend well in a cup: 
J/i cup milk 


1V4 tblsp. flour 


Add these ingredients to the 


scalded milk, stir and boil it 
until it thickens and pour it 
over the hot oysters. Place the 
stew OVER, not IN, hot water 
for 15 minutes before serving 
it.

These 
children must learn to talk the 
English language without a 
foreign accent, learn to spell 
its words, write it correctly. 
This presents a terrific prob- 
lem' to the teachers. With an 
overload program, with time 
for 
language limited, they 


struggle, 
often in vain, to 


overcome the language diffi- 
culties of their pupils. . 


These classes should be giv- 


en more time for study and 
use of the English language, 
even though that cuts out 
some other subject. If, in the 
elementary classes, the pupils 
learn to talk, write and spell 
well, the teachers who meet 
them in secondary schools will 
be able to teach them more 
effectively 
in 
all 
other 


branches, because the under- 
standing and use of o'jr lan- 
guage is fundamental to the 
learning of any subject. 


Slang, catch words, wise- 


cracks, often pass for lan- 
guage. These may hav; their 
places, though I grudgi: them 
any, 
but school is not the 


place for them. Learning the 
English language is no slap- 
happy task, as anyon; who 
has struggled through it will 
agree. It requires stead;,', con- 
centrated attention and prac-

It is only because it has 


been found that children re- 
spond better, QJ just as well, 
to disciplines not based on 
physical punishment, that this 
viewpoint is expressed so often 
in this column. 


Mrs. S. A. C. has one child 


of 16 months and she already 
is convinced she has discov- 
ered the secret of good dis- 
cipline. And maybe she has 
—for her. 


She writes, "I give my baby 


the best care I know of and 
I have had several courses in 
child psychology 
and 
baby 


care. I feel since all children 
are different, parents should 
find 
out 
what 
punishment 


works best in ea^h situation. 


"In my case my boy is too 


young to be reasoned with and 
too young to be deprived of 
privileges, yet old enough to 
run in the street or away 
with another child if I am not 
looking. I think a little pad- 
dling works better than any- 
thing. I certainly do not en- 
joy this, but think this is a 
good punishment if done in a 
spirit of love and not just to 
satisfy one's anger. 


"May I ask why it is so 


cruel to give a spanking (and 
I certainly don't mean a beat- 
ing or face slapping) when 
there is only a momentary 
sting and other punishments 
could be detrimental to his 
personality 
or 
health per- 


manently? 


"I could brin?; my baby in- 


side when he runs away—as 
you suggested—but then he 
would be denied air and sun- 
shine. Now he plays where I 
can watch him and only rarely 
runs into the street. I believe 
in using praise more than pun- 
ishment, but when it is a dan- 
gerous 
habit, 
like running 


away, spanking works better." 


Let us amend this to say, 


for you and fo:> the moment, 
if spankings worked perfectly 
to discipline children, there 
would be nothing to the sub- 
ject, for easily eight out of 
10 parents use it. But there 
are different parents as well 
as different c h i l d r e n and 
spankings make some defiant 
and rebellious, others sneaky, 
o t h e r s weakly submissive, 
lacking 
all 
initiative. 
For 


though you say spanking may 
mean a momentary sting—. 
others, may mean any kind of 
physical belaboring which sub- 
dues a child and hurts him. 


You'll find I am sure—as 


all individuals have — that

Postmaster McMi.Uin and C. E. Davis, of L. B. 
office check $1,500,000 s t a m p shipment. 


3ST OFFICES throughout the land are waiting 
for mountains (u move in, floods to inundate, and 


avalanches to smother and paralyze their operations. 


That is what, by every sensible rule, should hap- 


pen to the Post Office Department when the Christ- 
mus mail comes roaring through the chutes. These 
evenls won't be disastrous, however, for the postal 
service is calmly prepared for what will strike iti the 
next few days. 


In Long Beach, a million and a half dollars' worth 


of stamps arc in I he vaults. Dozens of shiny new hall 
point pens arc chained to [he counters. A thousand 
extra employes arc ready lo swing into action. A for- 
est of mail racks waits on the floor of a specially- 
hired warehouse. Sixty-one giant trucks and 190 pri- 
vate cars are prepared (o do the bulky handling. 


LONG niCAf'ir.S Postmaster George J. McMillin 


regards the problem placidly. 


"We'll get it oul and you can be sure that any 


Christmas parcel in our hands on Dec. 24 wilt be de- 
livered in time." 


Superintendent of mails Verne Brustkern nods in 


agreement. 


"The mail will go out as rapidly as it comes in." 


he promises. "The public can help by mailing as soon 
as the address is written. We'll keep the parcel post 
windows open as long as anyone is in the lines, and 
there will be numerous pickups at corner mail boxes." 


The Long Beach post office will do about $800,000 


worlh of business this month. 
Chief Accountant J. 


Krn:s Sohn says there has been a steady 5 per cent 
rise in postal receipts. 


"In 1950 wo did $--112.000 worth of December bus!-' 


ness. Last year it was $735,000. and it will continue 
to grow." 


AT S'JS K. 32TII ST. is a temporary warehouse 


with 2S.OOO square feet of floor space, soon to be com- 
pletely covered with bags of parcel post. It is now 
a re-echoing jungle of metal racks with suspended 
mail sacks. The bags are labeled for every corner of 
this country and every major geographical division of 
the world. 


A clerk is working a rack of sacks labeled for the 


Far East. He picks up a Christmas package addressed 
to Bombay and labeled, "Don't Open Until Christmas." 


"Someone must think steamships are awfully fast," 


says the clerk. 
"But, then again, maybe he thinks 


we're awfully slow and won't get it there until next 
Christmas." 


"You can see the mail come toward Long Beach 


like a tidal wave," says another clerk. "Most of it is 
outgoing, headed for the eastern seaboard. 
It will 


build up to a tremendous Volume and then the bulk 
of it wiU be addressed to the Middle West. About a 
week before Christmas, the outgoing mail will trickle 
down to a comparative nothing and there'll be a moun- 
tain of mail addressed to Long Beach." 


THE SADDEST and sweetest-smelling job is that 


of the clerk who rewraps broken parcels. The air 
around his bench is filled with the fragrance from 
broken bottles of toilet water and perfumes. Spilled 
talcum gives a broken box of dates a sexy aura, and 
neckties are freshly colored with jams and jelly. 


"Poorly wrapped packages arc our greatest head- 


ache," says Parcel Post Clerk Francis Scott. "Some 
of those we receive would hardly survive a trip down- 
town and they certainly won't last in the mails. Too 
many people use flimsy paper and weak string." 


"Use a stout carton and, if the article is fragile,

You'll Need Your Change

Bags of coins are dumped, carried by escalator (back- 
ground) to the counting head of the receiving machine. 


W AST YEAR, we, the people 
~ ot this country, put $1,800,- 
000,000 in coins into vending 
machines, 
not 
counting tele- 


phones, 
parking meters 
and 


service machines such as coin- 
operated TV receivers. For these 
coins we received items ranging 
from hot corfee, cold drinks, hot 
soup, cigarettes and fresh fruit 
to pocket combs, toothbrushes, 
handkerchiefs, music and hot 
meals. 


There are more coins in use 


today in the United Stales than 
ever before, and the amount is 
still on tiie upswing. 


FOIt EXAMPLE, when tele- 


phone companies throughout the 
nation raised the cost of a phone 
call from a nickel to a dime, 
many areas were again pinched 
for dimes. 
When the state of 


California passed a sales tax 
several years ago there was an 
extreme shortage of pennies. 


THE TREMENDOUS popula- 


tion growth in southern Cali- 
fornia has the banks working 
overtime to meet the greatly in- 
creased 
demand for 
pennies, 


nickels, dimes, quarters and half 
dollars. 
Today, Los Angeles 


handles more 
coins than any 


other city in the world. To keep 
ahead of this need, banks have 
installed 
highly 
mechanized 


equipment for all phases of the 
work. 


One such 
Installation, Se- 


curity-First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, is the largest in the 
world 
and 
currently 
sorts, 


counts and wraps more than 30 
tons of coin in a five-day week. 
This adds up to approximately 
one half million rolls of coins 
per montii, varying anywhere 
from $300,000 to $600,000 per 
week. 


MONEV COMING into the 


vault arrives in armored trucks. 
An armed guard in a bullet- 
proof, 
glass - enclosed 
cupola 


overlooking the truck delivery 
area flashes a coded signal to 
another guard in the vault. 


The second guard presses a 


button and a heavy steel door is 
raised electrically. The raised 
door exposes a conveyor belt 
which carries the money sacks 
to the underground level. 


Downstairs, the heavy sacks 


are 
unloaded on handtrucks. 


Guards push the trucks through 
several more steel doors into the 
vault for sorting, counting and 
wrapping. 


Counting head (right) counts and sends each coin to 
filler tube (center). Pre-rolled wrappers are at 
left. 


Two fast automatic devices will count and wrap coins from pennies through 
quarters in paper-covered rolls and will count rolls up lo 1,000 per hour. 


This device sorts mixed coins, rejects 
slugs, foreign and damaged U. S. money. 


Coins aro stored in underground vault. 
ride to surface on belt to fill the orders.

HE RECALLS BATAAN DEATH MARCH 


'Stay on Your Feet or Die' 


By Bud Lembke 


ADVENTURE doesn't 
often 


•™ drop in the lap of a man. 


He must thrust himself in its 


path. It tc.kes luck, too, for one 
to cast aside the humdrum and 
live dangerously. 


A decision to travel and a spin 


of a globe, and the die was cast 
for John L. (Larry) Kiernan in 
March ^.938. When the globe 
stopped spinning, his finger was 
pointing ai ,he Philippine Is- 
lands. 


Storm clouds had been brew- 


ing for some years over the Far 
East, and so it was with high 
hopes of finding excitement that 
Kiernan left L'.ng Beach and 
took a ship to Manila. 


FIFTEEN VEAKS AGO this 


week, Kiernan began reaping 
more thrills than he'd bargained 
for 


It was an unbelievably cruel 


adventure that was to take him 
through the infamous Bataan 
Death Ma.-ch and pile horror 
upon horror durng nearly three 
and c:;e-ha!i years of Japanese 
imprisonment. 


On this anni ,'ersary of Pearl 


Harbor and Japan's attack on 
flic U. S.. Kiernan is once more 
living quietly in Long Beach. 
He is one among the 10 per 
cent ot American forces trapped 
on Bataan Peninsula who lived 
to tell the tale. It i.; an ordeal 
the like of whhh fev men in 
history have ha., to undergo. 


More than a decade since it 


ended, Kiernan finds it 
diffi- 


cult to recall details of the mis- 
ery, the slow, inch-by-inch star- 
vation, tht relentless attrition 
of a man's endurance and the 
senseless punishment. But most 
of the terrible drama is etched 
indelibly in his memory 


THE DEATH MARCH—"stay 


on your feet or die.' 


A hundred men wedged into 


a 
stifling, 
torrid 
box 
car 


smaller than tho average Ameri- 
can living room for a ride of 
death from one prison camp to 
another or. a war-time Thanks-

Forced at baj'onet point to 


hold your ha. ds high over your 
head for an hour and 20 min- 
utes, while an army of mos- 
quitoes feasted jn your exposed 
bodv ar.d bit your face until 


your eyas swelled shut and didn't 
open for four days. 


Ordered tu stand at attention 


and, too weak from the extrac- 
tion of ai. ulc-i'ated tooth to 
comply, jerked *o your feet and 
knocked to the floor. 


Those were but a few of the 


low points in the series of 
calamitous events. 


Kiernan was working as an 


accountant at a gold mine near 
Baguio in northern Luzon when 
the radio cracked out news of 
tVi«a .Tartqnogo affar*!.- 


Just before Christmas, the 60 


Americans at the mine, in the 
face of the advancing Japanese 
army, fled to an isolated saw- 
mill 
previously 
stocked 
with 


food. 


IN A COUPLE. OF PAYS, 


Kiernan and two of the mine 
engineers decided to make a 
break for it and try to reach 
Manila to join the U. S. Army. 


By i* circuitous route, they 


hiked out of th mountains and 


From their experience at the 


mine, all three were familiar 
with demolitior work and were 
hired upon arrival as supervising 
engineers with an Army unit 
that won 
fame 
as "Casey's 


Dynamiters," named after the 
commanding colonel. 


Kiernan's assignment was to 


haul in dynamite for demolition 
of the huge Pacadan oil instal- 
lation. It was finally touched off 
on Dec. 31, he recalls, with a 
"tremendous roar and the most 
frightening burst of flame and 
smoke any of us had over seen." 


There had been no time for 


him to be sworn into the Army. 
That came three weeks later 
when .te received a field com- 
mission in Bataan, where he 
had raced in a wi'' ride with 
a commandeered car on New 
Year's F.ve, over a pitch black 
road past the fleeing populace 
and retreating Vrmy units. 


THKEE TIMES, engaged in 


building trails and roads, his 
unit was moved back. On April 
6, the Japs broke through. Every 
man was pressed into a final, 
frantic stand. 
V'ord was passed 


to lay down arms on April 8

A N ART INSTRUCTOR who 
•"*• is something of an authori- 
ty on the treatment of the men- 
tally ill... ! 


That is Eugene C. Wallin, fac- 


ulty member at Long B e a c h 
State College who last summer 
as a graduate student at Penn- 
sylvania State U n i v e r s i t y 
painted a mural for the admis- 
sions lobby of the, new state 
hospital at Hollidaysburg, Pa. 


It is a 36-foot, four-section 


mural, each of the nine-by-five 
foot panels dealing with a sep- 
arate period in the history of 
mental care. 


THE MUKAL, which fulfills 


part of Wnllin's thesis require- 
ments for his doctor of educa- 
tion degree from Pennsylvania 
State, traces the evolution of 
care of the mentally ill from 
early herb dosages to modern 
psychiatric techniques and mira- 
cle drugs. 


Included in the pictorial nar- 


rative are Dorothea Dix, who 
traveled about the country in 
the last century exhorting state 
legislatures to support welfare 
institutions, and spending h e r 
own fortune in the process; 


Thomas 
S. 
Kirkbvide, 
who 


formed a team with Miss Dix 
and designed and built mental 
hospitals, including a. model in- 
stitution in Philadelphia; a n d 
Benjamin Rush, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and 
the first American physician to 
do research on mental illness. 


WAIXIN USED the moon- 


once believed to cause madness 
and the origin of the term "lu- 
natic" as a symbol running 
through the mural. It dominates 
the first panel but gradually is 
"eclipsed out" in the next three. 


The artist painted the mural 


in a quiet spot on the Pennsyl- 
vania campus—the artificial ice 
skating rink. He fastened his 
canvas onto four wooden frames 
and hung them on pulleys from 
the ceiling. 


HE HAS PAINTED in oils for 


years, and exhibited in a show 
in the Illinois Stale Fair. 


He is a native of Rockford, 


111., and received his bachelor 
of arts degi-ee from Eeloit Col- 
lege, Wis., in ]IM9 and his mas- 
ter of fine arts from the Uni- 
versity of Iowa in 195.1.

velopment of the Salinas Valley 
area. 


IN J834, 700 Indians were de- 


pendent upon the mission. It was 
stocked with 4500 head of cat- 
tle, 163 horses and mules and 
4950 sheep. Six hundred and 
eighty three bushels of grain 
were harvested in one year. 


Mission Soledad was a refuge 


for coastal missions when the 
pirate Bouchard plundered and 
burned 
along 
the 
Monterey 


shores. Although the soil was 
comparatively poor, through the 
kindness of the padres prosper- 
ity and contentment,, abounded 
there for more than 40 years. 


"THE P I C T U R E quickly 


changed when the priests at 
Mission Soledad were divested 
of their authority. The Indians 
forsook their religious teachings 
by the hundreds and in only a 
few short years decay set in. 


FT. Vicente Francisco de Sar- 


ria, then in charge, was unwill- 
ing to desert the Indians even 
though the church no longer 


supported the missions. A few 
of his followers stayed hy him 
until he died of hunger and 
want and his remains were car- 
ried to Mission San Antonio de 
Padua for burial. 


Mission Soledad is the only 


one overlooked by slate-wide 
programs to rebuild these ven- 
crabic structures. Because it is 
a priceless landmark, the Native 
Daughters of the Golden West 
have undertaken a restoration 
program with the result that 
$26,000 has been spent on the 
project to date. 


The graves of Jose Joaquin de 


Arrilage, governor of California, 
and Padre Florence Ibancz are 
located somewhere among' the 
ruins. It is hoped thai they will 
be revealed during future build- 
ing. 


Although the walls, were re- 


duced almost to ground levei 
and mute desolation prevailed, 
old records provide complete 
architectural details to enable 
the old and stately church and 
school to again take its place 
among California's famed his- 


torical spots.

Pampanga. Those who fell or 
tried to get water out of a 
muddy ditch along the road 
were shot or bayoneted. 


Many OL the American troops 


started the march with can- 
teens of water, but mid-way 
along, the Jap soldiers moved 
through and stripped these from 
the parched captives. 


About three-fourths of the 200 


men in Xiernan's group made it 
to San Fernando Pampanga. It 
was the first in a seemingly 
endless string 01 hellish experi- 
ences that was to reduce Kier- 
nan from a healthy young man 
standing five feet; eight inches 
and weighing 142 pounds to a 
disease-ridden skeleton of less 
than 70 pounds. 


THE B O X C A K RIDE to 


O'Donnell Prison, where "in- 
credible filth," dysentery, ma- 
laria and slow starvation began 
to exact a steady toll of lives. 


Cabanatuan Prison, in central 


Luzon. 


A lesson here. 
Four men try to escape, are 


caught attempting to crawl un- 
der the fence. Each is given a 
shovel, and an American ser- 
geant is sent along with them 
in a guarded truck. 


He brings back the hair-rais- 


ing story: the first man is shot; 
the next in line is forced to bury 
him in a shallow grave; then he 
is shot, and the fiendish plot un- 
folds until the s -rgcant digs the 
fniirih would-be escBpces's grave 
and lie returns. 


"I know uf no successful es- 


cape from a Japanese prisoner- 
of-war camp," says Kiernan. "It 
was foolhardy, ana I never gave 
it a thought." 


November 1942, and a grim 


19-day voyage to Japan. Kier- 
nan 
and 599 oilier 
prisoners 


crammed in the hold of a small 
ship with only one small toilet 
"honey bucket" and everyone 
suffering from dysentery. The 
men clad only in cotton khakis, 
starting out in unbearable heat 
and running norihward into win- 
ter's paralyzing cold, with waves 
washing down on the wretched 
men through the open hold. 


JAPAX, AN'C Camp Tana- 


gavva on the main island of Hon- 
shu. Kiernan suffering from the 
diseases of malnutrition: beri- 
beri, dysentery, scurvy, periodi- 
cally .partially losing his eye- 
sight. Under the pretense of 
calisthenics, the weakened men 
forced to do the "goosestep" ev- 
ery morning. 


Zentsuji Prison on the island 


of Shikoku, for 2',i years. No 
heat in the barracks, hut above 
all, "the one real problem was 
food—we were being starved 
gradually, but systematically."

His 
fingernails and hair had stopped 
growing, yet his captors kept 
him working ha.rd, digging in a 
sweet potato patch. 


Then one day a rumor from a 


guard that the Americans had 
"used a terrible weapon to de- 
stroy one of our cities." On Aug. 
22, 1945, eight days after the 
unconditional 
-surrender, 
the 


heretofore arrogant Jap camp 
commander humbly brought the 
news to the senior officer among 
the prisoners and to a man, they 
dropped to their knees in prayer. 


Not a pretty story, but one 


with a happy ending for Kierr.an.

The house that resulted is 


scarcely a year old. It embodies 
all that the Weils wanted—and 
more. It is highly functional, the 
architecture extremely attrac- 
tive, and it turns the disadvan- 
tages of the site to aesthetic 


advantage, belying b o t h (he 
drop and the width of the lot.

norlh side of the lot was a re- 
taining wall of used brick. Now, 
the walkway lending hack to Ihe 
secluded entry is bordered by 
planting and this low, attractive 
wall. 


To the left of the front door 


is a fixed panel of clear glass 
against wiiicii grows a mass of 
tropical greenery. This attrac- 
tive enlryway is completely :shel- 
tered by the flat overhang of 
the roof, plastered underneath 
w i t h the sandlewood stucco.

The ceiling i.s 
of white acoustical p l a s t e r * 
spanned with heavy beams and 
two walls are completely pan- 


eled in natural honey-colored 
ash. 


Two painted walls are of a 


shade of sandlewood that iden- 
tically matches the bouele cur- 
tains.

It is mahogany-paneled and fea- 
tures vast amounts of built-in 
bookshelves and storage com- 
partments,

system and an enviable collec- 
tion of records. Along the other 
side of the room runs a bank of 
windows that overlook the walk- 
way. Here is Dr. Weil's large 
birch desk. A pair of teak and 
oak chairs wilh rush seats plus 
a love scat upholstered in oat- 
meal t w e e d provide seating. 
Everything for Dr. Weil's con- 
venience and enjoyment—in pur- 
suil of his profession at borne 
and of his hobbies—is included 
in this room.

The 
single level was gained by filling in the p r o p e r l y . 


Hie kitchen and dining room, an 
area \vhich, essentially integrat- 
ed, may be readily .separated by 
an expansive f o l d i n g leather 
door. 


The floor of the dining area is 


cork. The end walls and the 
ceiling are putty colored. The 
other wail of the dining room is 
"papered" in natural burlap, a 
wonderful material for the art 
connoisseur who 
changes

paintings occasionally, for this 
is a wall covering that hides the 
nailholes! 


A LARGE AXD simply de- 


signed dining table of birch has 
matching chairs upholstered in 
turquoise. Over the table hangs 
a contemporary light fixture of 
brass. Draperies are sill length, 
of a colorful harlequin pattern 
flecked with gold. 


The large kitchen has a wealth 


of ash cabinets. Separating the 
dining room from the prepara- 
tion area is a large breakfast 
bar, wide enough for the proper 
setting of china and glassware. 
Countertops in the kitchen are 
surfaced with bsige linen-like 
plastic. Flecked vinyl flooring is 
copper, black and white. From 
the kitchen a door opens to the 
patio, facilitating the serving of 
outdoor meals. The back door 
opens to a completely sheltered 
breeze way to the garage, a fea- 
ture of importance to a doctor 
who must, occasionally, make 
n i g h t c a l l s in all sorts of 
weather.

Today the Christmas holi- 
days are celebrated with a zeal 
and noise which drives many of 
the more conservative citizens 
out of the cities, as firecrack- 
ers are an essential part of the 
celebration. 


The first Christmas observ- 


ance recorded in the Hawaiian 
Islands took place in 17S6, prior 
to the arrival of the missionar- 
ies, aboard the English ship, the 
Queen Charlotte, anchored off 
the island of Kauai. Native 
chiefs were invited and g i f t s 
were distributed to the children 
on shore. This was the period 
when a flourishing fur trade 
with the Orient had developed 
and British and American ships 
started arriving in large num- 
bers. They had discovered the

and stopped to take on water 
and supplies. 


HOWEVER, IT WAS not un- 


til 3862 that King Kamehame- 
ha IV and Queen Emma, mem- 
bers of the Church of England, 
gave official sanction to t h e 
Christmas holiday, and pub- 
lished a proclamation to t h a t 
effect. A Christmas Eve serv- 
ice was held in the church, 
which the King and Queen at- 
tended, followed by a torch light 
procession through the streets 
singing carols, ending at lolani 
Palace.

scene, and the singing of carols 
is often accompanied by ukuleles 
and steel guitars. 
Christmas 


menus often consist of roast pig 
and poi, breadfruit and devil- 
fish, accompanied by plenty of 
limu, a form of seaweed.

of firecrackers probably origi- 
nated from the Chinese custom 
of 
setting 
off 
fiix-works 
to 


frighten away bad spirits. But 
the enthusiasm is the same as 
on the mainland, and the true 
Christmas spirit prevails.

IT'S INTERESTINfi to note 


that both youngsters and their 
favorite animals actually have a 
great deal in common as sub- 
jects. Both of them—whether 
pictured together or separately 
—provide plenty of action, can 
be alternately angelic and ag- 
gravating, demand considerable 
patience on the part of the snap- 
shooter, and view the world 
from a much lower eye-level 
than we adults do. 


It is by capitalizing or, these 


special characteristics that the 
picture-taker can succeed in get- 
ting really superior snapshots. 
Shooting kids and their pets is 
by no means "kid stuff"—but 
the results are rewarding and 
make whatever efforts are in- 
volved thoroughly worth the lit- 
tle extra time it takes to achieve 
just the effect you want. 


IN MANY CASKS, some per- 


fect shots of children and pets 
we've seen wouldn't have hecn 
possible at all unless the picture- 
taker had come down to their 
level. Inhibition thrown to the 
winds—and armed with a few 
appropriate props like lollipops, 
balls and biscuits — the snap- 
shooter .should be prepared to 
caper about, laugh and play with 
his young subjects. 


Lively is the word for any 


child and his pet. So your cam- 
era must be ready to catch them 
"in action"—at precisely the mo- 
ment when fhe small youngster 
and kitten together discover the 
warmfh of an electric blanket, 
or the tiny pup takes to gnaw- 
ing on the child's bunny-eared 
slipper. 


To tell your story, don't rely 


on one shot only—make a series 
of them.

•^^ sional need of a table in a 
small space typifies the reason 
the market for folding card ta- 
bles is so stable. For more rea- 
sons than a 'game of bridge a 
housewife finds herself dragging 
a card table out of the hall clos- 
et with w e a r y regularity. 
It 


offers itself up willingly as a 
surface upon which the kids can 
paste, draw and eat snacks. 
It 


makes a fairly stable prop for 
a typewriter and doubles as a 
desk over which to strew income 
tax papers. 


But storing it and setting it up 


is, at best, somewhat of a nui- 
sance. Not so for the Elmo Jen- 
kinses, who have ingeniously de- 
vised a way of gaining spur-of- 
the-moment table tops without 
t h e hauling, d r a g g i n g a n c! 
pinched-finger routine that often 
goes with the card table. 


MRS. JI5XKIXS' dining area 


has, in addition to a large din- 
ing table surface that stays hid- 
den away in ils wall compart- 
ment, an eye-deceiving snack ta- 
ble that never gives away the 
secret of its presence between 
occasions of use. 


• This table looks exactly like 
a wonderful reproduction of a 
Van Gogh street scene as it 
hangs against the wall in a hand- 
some, natural-wood, shadow-box 
frame. 
And, really, that is ex- 


actly what it is — until Mrs. 
Jenkins decides to convert it into 
a table. Then the picture, which 
is mounted on a sturdy thickness 
of masonite, is unsnappcd from 
its top clip and lowered in much 


the manner of a wide ironing 
board. 
As the picture swings 


out from the wall to assume the 
horizontal, the frame swings free 
from a top hinge, establishing 
i t s e l f as a rectangular "leg" 
Upon which the table is support- 
ed. 


INSTALLED in the den is a 


similar device. Here, the picture 
Is of Toby mugs framed in deep 
s h a d o vv-b o x scallops of pine 
mounted on a larger rectangle 
of thick masonite. As the latter 
is lowered to present a handy 
work desk, the framed picture 
swings free to form a prop. Fur- 
ther function is found in the re- 
cess behind t h e masonite top. 
Shallow shelves, hidden when the 
table is latched shut, hold pens, 
p e n c i l s , writing paper, check- 
books and all the other small 
items needed at the a v e r a g e 
desk. Average? That is hardly 
the word for the clever brain- 
storms of the Jenkinses!

CASTLE,, near Lan- 


"^ caster in the Mojave Desert, 
is a well-known landmark, but 
mysteriously 
little 
is 
known 


about the man who built it. 


It is said that when the boom- 


ing 20s were just getting under- 
way, a successful real estate 


man withdrew from the lands 
market and invested in a desert 
domain, an aggregate of home- 
stoiius 
covering 
1,369 
tawny 


acres tucked into a spur of west 
Antelope Valley. The fabulous, 
many-roomed castle that rose 
upon the sunbaked earth stands 
imporishably today, but memory 
of 
the 
slender 
distinguished- 


looking Irishman who built it, 
referred to only as R. P. Shea, 
is fading into blurry recollection. 
Legend, too, whispers of Shea's 
wife, a sad colleen from the Em- 
erald Isle, whose heart finally 
broke within the walls of the 
castle seared by the 
sun-gold 


blaze of desert floors. She wear- 
ied with longing for rainy Irish 
skies. 


Begun in 1924, the castle was 


completed 
within two years. 


Strange 
was 
the 
sight and 


stranger 
the 
tales as stone 


lodged against stone, r a i s i n g 
thick walls and rounding out real 
towers into the crenelated rock 
parapets — warlike battlements 
as g e n u i n e as any in the Old 
Country. Shea, people say, sent 
an architect to Ireland to gather 
authentic ideas. 


I-.IKE A PICTURE f r o m a 


storybook, the towers and bat- 
tlements clustered on a lonely 
alluvial desert meadow cause a 
blink 
of 
surprise 
in 
today's 


America. 


Oldtimers in the area recall 


that "everyone worked on the 
castle," and as the grain and al- 
falfa fields were being blighted 
by an arid cycle at the time, the 
economic lift given to the area 
by the wages and currency cir- 
culated by Shea's enterprise is 


still remembered gratefully to- 
day. 
Some say it is a replica 


of Blarney 
Castle in Ireland. 


Shea's castle towers are round; 
Blarney's famous one is square. 
However, the massive architec- 
ture definitely calls to mind the 
staunch masonry of wild north- 
ern Ireland near County Cork. 
Irish masons came to California 
to help build it. 


NATIVE STONE was quar- 


ried on the grounds, hewn into 
blocks, and used in constructing 
the 
castle. 
The 
millionaire's 


passion for authenticity resulted 
in costly importations: Walnut 
and cedar for paneling, marble 
from Italy for fireplaces, inlays 
of precious woods from Europe 
for flooring. Beautiful native 
onyx also was used. Cost was 
not an item, but perfection was.

1. A GAY, QUAINT Christmas sym-

2. DRAW BIRDS with soft pencil on 
14-inch 
pine 
ruled 
into 
5,i-inch 


squares, as indicated in this photo- 
graph. Material can be any soft pine 
available at your lumberyard, or you 
can salvage it from old crates, boxes. 
Wood that shows the least grain is 
easiest to work with. 


3. COPING SAW cuts info soft pine 
like butter, and follows curves you 
marked. Keep the blade at right an- 
gle to surface so cut edge will be 
square. If you're makiiiK several, lack 
two pieces of stock (o^cther, and cut 
both at one time. It's faster—and 
ensures uniformity. 


4. DRILL HOLE for doweling 
leg before you start to round 
the edges and shaps the bird. If 
you'll mark direction of hole on 
the side, it will help you guide 
the drill. Dowel about 3/16 of

GARDENS 
Potted Tulips Are a Challenge 


By SoB G'ilrnore 


CROWING potted tulips with 
^^ 12-inch stems is not an im- 
possibility in Southern Califor- 
nia. 
As a matter of fact, you 


can force tulips in j'our own 
garden and produce blooms as 
gorgeous as those seen in a 
florist's shop during spring. Spe- 
cial cultural demands must be 
met but these are neither com- 
plicated nor expensive. Your 
five-year-old child actually can 
grow 
prize-winning tulips in 


your home. 


It is unfortunate that so 


m a n y Southern 
Californians 


blame the weather for their fail- 
ure to grow prize-winning tulips. 
The weather, of course, is differ- 
ent from that experienced in 
Holland, back east or in the 
Northwest. Yet it is possible to 
compensate for our lack of cold 
weather and still obtain top 
quality results. 


Briefly, the way to grow tu- 


lips in the open garden in 
Southern California is to plant 
them late and deep. 
These 


same conditions can be emulat- 
ed when growing the plants in 
pots. As a matter of fact, ex- 
cellent results will be obtained 
by planting tulips all through 
December; and while, quite ob- 
viously, you cannot plant tulips 
deep in a pot, yet the benefits 
of deep planting can be realized 
by keeping the bulbs in a dark, 
cool and uniformly moist situa- 
tion. 


IF THE BULBS have been 


precooled, they can be planted 
as late as Christmas and they 
will flower in April. Bulbs that 
have not been precooled should 
go into the soil sometime prior 
to that time. The reason for 
this is due to the nature of the 
tulip bulb. The embryo flower 
is contained within the bulb. As 
the weather warms up, this 
flower bud moves upward in the 
bulb. By precooling the bulb 
this bud remains down at the 
base and that is why deep 
planting for this area is a sensi- 
ble procedure as the soil is cool- 
er lower down. 


The best size pot is a 7-inch 


container. You may place front 
four to five bulbs in this size 
pot. 
They should be planted 


just slightly under the surface 
and spaced equally apart. The 
soil should be loose and porous 
and must not be rich or the 
bulbs may rot. 
You must not 


use any manures in the compost, 
a-; the burning may result. Ex- 
perienced tulip growers in this 
area usually add a small amount 
of bone meal to the soil mix. 
This food will not burn and be- 
comes available slowly. 
Also, 


some charcoal may be added for 
its purifying effect. 


CONDITIONS such as result 


from growing'plants under lath 
are ideal. It is advisable to 
place on top of the plants a 
mulch or straw about one inch 
thick. 
Two benefits are real- 


ized: The mulch keeps out light 
and also aids in retaining uni- 
form moisture. 


One very important cultural 


demand is that the moisture in 
the pots be kept 
uniformly 


damp. Avoid radical changes 
from extreme dryness to soggi- 
ness, as this definitely will in- 
hibit normal plant growth. The 
pots should be raised on rocks 
or boards so that their base 
will be at least one inch off the 
surface. 
Three or four such 


supports will allow the air to 
circulate beneath the pots and 
excess water to escape. 


A well balanced plant food 


may be applied lightly when the 
flowers arc in the bud stage. 


Tulip bulbs may be potted as late as December in Long 
Beach area and still be sure of prize-winning blooms.

perhaps gay red berries or vari- 
ous colored baubles adding high- 
lights here and there. 


If Christmas is green to you. 


and you wish to give someone 
the greenest-green potted plant 
you can find, consider Crassula 
agentea, 
the 
succulent 
jade 


plant. Such a gift not only is 
entirely 
satisfactory 
for 
mild 


climates but it can tolerate neg- 
lect. Although a rich sandy loam 
with good drainage is to ifs lik- 
ing, it can thrive in poor soil 
and hit-or-miss watering. 


Pale pink 
clusters of star- 


shaped flowers twinkle in the 
center of leaf rosettes during 
December, usually in time for 
the holidays. 


The jade plant needs sunshine 


whether it is a potted plant in a 
window or growing outdoors in 
the garden. Some shade, how- 
ever, appears not to harm it. 


IF YOU WISH to transplant 


the potted plant or a rooted cut- 
ting, have the soil dry so it will 
not pack hard around the fleshy, 
succulent 
roots. 
After 
it 
is 


planted, 
moisten the soil and 


keep it gently moist until the 
plant is established. 


The jade plant is easily propa- 


gated by cuttings of sterns and 


be planted for a few days after 
they are taken to give them a 
chance to form a callus on the 
cut end. When the protective 
film has formed, plant in me- 
dium moist sand or a mijiftire of 
moist sand and soil until the 
roots form.

I'll always remember. . . 


The team that ran the wrong way 


by LOU LITTLE 


I have seen many spectacular things happen on foot- 
ball fields — including our famous KF-79 play that 
beat Stanford, 7-0, in the 1934 Rose Bowl. But I 
don't think any game impressed me more than one 
we played against Dartmouth in 1931. 


We had been shellacked by Dartmouth the pre- 


vious year, 52 to 0. There was no mystery about 
why, either. The left side of the Indians' line, led by 
a fearfully big tackle named Hank Barber, had 
ruined us on both offense and defense. Since we 
were to play pretty much the same Dartmouth team 
the next fall, I mapped a simple strategy. We would 
run most of our plays against the right side of the 
Dartmouth line, thus steering clear of the devastat- 
ingBarber. 


The week before the game, we practiced running 


to the right side till my halfbacks, Cliff Montgomery 
and Ralph Hewitt, had their assignments down pat: 
Right from the opening kickoff, we slammed

through the Dartmouth line for big yardagd At 
half time we were two touchdowns ahead. 


But as we filed out for the second half, Hewitt 


took me aside. "Coach," he said, "I just realized 
something. We've been running our plays the wrong 
way-—to their left instead of the right!" 


I was stunned. Like the rest of the team, I just 


hadn't noticed it in all the excitement. 


"Well, do as we planned," I told him. "Start run- 


ning to their right." 


The team did — but wilh astonishing results. In- 


stead of picking up five or six yards a try as we'd 
done in the first half, we could barely get a yard. 


Finally, in desperation, we switched back to run- 


ning against their left, the side of the line that had 
killed us the year before. Immedialely we started 
rolling again. The final score was 19-6. 


Later I realized what had happened. When our 


boys ran against Barber and the left side, they ran 
hard, for we were out to avenge the previous year's 
beating at their hands. We lacked this drive against 
the right side, and so we didn't make yards. It taught 
me a valuable lesson. The greatest plans of the 
most talented people won't work if they lack two 
basic ingredients •— aggressiveness and enthusiasm.

PARADE INTERVIEWS THE MAN WHO PLANNED THE SNEAK ATTACK 


JAPANESE PLANNER, Lt. Gen. Minoru Genda, recalls the 
days when he conceived a body blow at the unprepared U.S. 


NO ONE old enough io remember December 7, 1941, 


ever will forget what happened that day. The surprise 


Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, America's mid-Pacific 
bastion, rocked this nation to its heels and touched off 
nearly four years of all-out war. Now, 15 years later, 


PARADE Editor Jess Gorkin and West Coast Correspondent 
Lloyd Shearer have visited Japan for a close-up look at 
the man who planned the Pearl Harbor attack and the 
Japan that emerged from its aftermath. Here is their 
exclusive report. 
I 


F THEY ONLY had listened to me," Lt. Gen. 
Minoru Gcnda says, "we would have invaded 
Hawaii. After the attack on Pearl Harbor and 


the other Oahu installations, we could have taken 
Honolulu nretlv casi!v. 


"This would have deprived the American Navy 


of its best island base in the Pacific. It would have 
cut the lifeline to Australia, and that country might 
have fallen to us like a ripe plum. 


"I also was in favor of bombing the American 


aircraft factories and oil refineries on the California 
coast. In December of 1941 we could have bombed 
San Diego, Long Beach, Portland and Seattle with- 


out much opposition. I even suggested that we 
occupy California. 


"with these victories won by the Japanese navy, 


our diplomats could have tried to work out an ad- 
vantageous peace settlement." 


So says the Japanese officer who planned the 


attack on Pearl Harbor — an attack that came 
nearer to crippling America than most of us ever 
knew. What manner of man conceived it? 


Minoru Genda is short (5'2"), lean (120 Ibs.), 


soft-spoken—and dimpled. In 1941 he was con- 
sidered one of the most brilliant air tacticians in the 
Japanese navy. A lieutenant commander by rank, 
he also was a pilot of great skill and daring. Japan- 
ese referred to him and his colleagues as "Genda's 


Kluinn l"ir/-.,o " 
* -J'-'O ~" ""•>• 
' 


An honor graduate of the Japanese Naval War 


College, a naval attache in London for two years, 
Genda originated (early in the Sino-Japanese War) 
mass employment of fighters to control the air in 
which friendly bombers were to operate. He was 
one of the first to advocate the employment of 
several carrier task forces for a single tactical op- 
eration (such as the assault on Hawaii). Before 
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Japan attacked the U.S., he predicted that aircraft 
carriers rather than battleships would decide the 
eventual victor. 


Today,'at 52, Genera! Gcnda is in charge of 


Japan's new self-defense air force operations. As 
such he is regarded as a warm friend of the U.S. 
He Hies one of ourF-86F jet fighters, works hand- 
in-hand with our Air Force brass, is privy to many 
of our war plans should the Russians or the Chinese 
Communists move against Japan. 


Recently, as we sat in Genda's office at Johnson 


Air Base outside of Tokyo, he spoke matter-of- 
factly of those fateful days 15 years ago. Nattily 
dressed in Air Force blues, he was polite, his man- 
ner friendly, his voice soft, his attitude that of the 
professional soldier. 


"In 1941." Genda began, "our navy war-planners 


had two different principal strategies. The naval 
general staff, with Admiral Nagano as spokesman, 
advocated a bold thrust southward to the Dutch 
East Indies. The objective was the capture of 
vital oil areas -— without which our navy could 
not operate for very long — before the U.S. Pa- 
cific Fleet at Pearl Harbor could interfere. Once it 


steamed out to sea, we would try to destroy it. 


"The second plan, was originated by Adni. 


Isoroku Yamamoto, commander-in-chief of our 
combined fleet. Yamamoto maintained that the 
Japanese navy should not invade southward with- 
out first •immobilizing the U.S. Pacific Fleet. He 
feared attack in the Western Pacific before we 
could consolidate our gains. He suggested that we 
cripple the U.S. Pacific Fleet in a surprise attack 
while "we simultaneously launched the southern 
offensive. 


"He discussed the idea with Rear Adrn. Takijiro 


Onishi, who assigned the Pearl Harbor project, to 
me. He asked me: Was a surprise attack feasible? 


"After weeks of study and research, I made my 


report. I said that a successful attack on Hawaii 
was very possible if we ernployed planes from all 
six of the 1st Air Fleet's carriers. This meant an 
attacking force of more than 300 planes. 


"I suggested that we attack Pearl Harbor on a 


Sunday morning to gain maximum surprise. If the 
attack went well, I advocated that we land troops 
on the island of Oahu. We should then proceed to 
the California coast and spread demoralization by 
bombing installations there." 


Once Genda had handed in his report, he sat 


back to wait while his superiors debated the plan. 
For the most part, the naval general staff was 
against it. Too much of a gamble, they said. Genda's 
own admiral, Chuichi Nagano, whose 1st Air Fleet 
would play the leading role in the Pearl Harbor 
attack, also opposed the plan. 


But Admiral Yamamoto insisted that tiie U.S. 


Pacific Fleet was Japan's strongest foe and must be 
destroyed first. When the general staff still dis- 
agreed, Yamamoto threatened to resign. In the 
end he was given his way. 


The Attackers Form Ranks 


"On November 3, 1941," Genda recalls, "Ad- 


miral Nagumo and Admiral Yamamoto met in 
Tokyo and approved the Pearl Harbor attack in 
the event of war. 


"Our naval fliers then began rehearsing their 


target runs over Kyushu, where the terrain some- 
what resembles the land surrounding Pearl Harbor. 


"On November 26 our task force, 31 ships in all, 


moved out of Taakan Hay in the Kurile Islands 
and headed for a pre-arranged stand-off point. 
Here, once and for all, we were to be told whether 
or not we were going to war against the United 
States. 


"On December 1 we were told it was war. 
"Well briefed by our intelligence, well prepared 


by our practice, fired-up with great fighting spirit, 
our fleet steamed full speed ahead. Then, five hours 
before we reached the location where our fliers 
were scheduled to take off, 200 miles north of 
Pearl Harbor, we received a most disturbing intel- 
ligence report from Headquarters. 


"Our top-priority targets, the American aircraft 


carriers, were not at Pearl Harbor. Neither were 
most of your heavy cruisers. There were plenty of 
other ships, but I was keenly disappointed. I knew 
that your carriers would become the most import- 
ant ships in the war. Having no alternative, we 
continued on course. 


"At 6 a.m. on the morning of December 7, our 


carriers turned into the wind. Mitsuo Fuchida, 
senior air wing commander, led the first wave of 
1 83 planes to Pearl Harbor. These planes consisted 
of dive bombers, level bombers, fighters and tor- 
pedo planes. It took them one hour and 49 minutes 
to reach their objectives. The first bombs were 


dropped on Wheeler Field to prevent fighter oppo- 
sition. TJL'VC bombers ihen attacked Hickain Field 
and Ford Island.-Success was immediate. All eight 
battleships moored .at Ford Island were hit. Planes 
at Hickam, Wheeler and Ewa were shot up on the 
ground. 


"At 8:54 our second wave, 170 planes, arrived 


over Oahu to finish the kill. By 1 o'clock that after- 
noon all the surviving aircraft were safely aboard 
our carriers. We had lost only 29 planes and 55 
men. We had sunk or damaged practically the 
entire battleship strength of the U.S. Pacific Fleet, 
inflicted approximately 3.500 casijnlties on service 
personnel, destroyed dozens of planes. 


"Most important, we had achieved our objective 


in destroying a major part of the U.S. Pacific Fleet 
and thereby preventing that fleet from interfering 
with our operations in southern Asia. We didn't 
seize Hawaiian territory because we didn't have 
any army soldiers to occupy the territory! The army 
was saving its men for war against Russia. 


"One of the big mistakes in the Pearl Harbor 


attack was our failure to bomb exposed oil storage

tanks. If we had bjown up the fuel as well as the 
- 


ships, we would have rendered Pearl Harbor useless 
for a longer period of time. 


"After the Pearl Harbor attack I felt more than 


ever that we had to seek out the American aircraft 
carriers and sink them. I was in favor of heading 
for California or Midway. But our tankers had 
already withdrawn to a designated refueling posi- 
tion on the way home and we had to rendezvous 
with them.

"Six months later at Midway, after your intelli- 


gence had intercepted and decoded all our recent 
messages and plans, your carrier planes sank our 
four largest carriers. 


"From that point on, practically all of us saw 


the handwriting on the wall. Later in the war, when 
your B-29's began bombing Japan from the Mari- 
anas, you repaid us for the attack on Pearl Harbor 
a thousand-fold. 


"One night in March 1945, 1 remember your 


General LeMay 
sent more than 300 B-29's to 


bomb Tokyo from an altitude of 7,000 feet. Each 
plane dropped at least six tons of jelly gasoline fire 
bombs on the city, burning out ) 6V4 square miles 
and killing or wounding anywhere from 100,000 
to 300,000 people. 


"That was only one night," concludes the man . 


whose plan touched it all off, "when many-of us 
wished we had never heard of Pearl Harbor."

To us 
it represents the strongest anchor in the 
Pacific community of free nations: To 
make it possible for Japan, after 10 years 
of vacuum in air power, to defend her- 
self and maintain an anchor in the West, 
we're extending ourselves to develop the 
highest order of defensive air strength 
that the Japanese economy can eventu- 
ally sustain.

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A-bomb survivors offer 


a new look at what 


we did to Hiroshima 


S35 a month, such statements as this last are either double- 
talk or propaganda. 


"You Americans are very confusing." So runs a typi- 


cal civilian reaction. "Your General MacArfhur comes 
here after the war and gives us a new Constitution. Many 
of us are not in favor of it, but the Japanese Diet passes 
it and we accept it. It specifically says Japan will never 
raise an army, navy or air force. 


"Three years later the Korean War breaks out, and a 


Police Reserve of 75,000 men is organized to take the 
place of the American soldiers who were sent to Korea. 
Soon, the Police Reserve is equipped with tanks and guns 
and a new name — National Security Force. In 1954 
the Government changes the name again, this time to 
Defense Force. It consists of three services: land, sea and 
air. 


"Another thing. You tell us that Communists arc evil, 


that they arc against Christianity, individualism, freedom 
of speech and so forth. Most Japanese are not Christians, 
and we never had these democratic rights. 


"It is too much to expect us to think the same way 


you Americans do." 


The average Japanese is deeply anti-militarist, and with 


good reason. He has not forgotten that a tyrannical mili- 
tary cli.que led him into an utterly, disastrous war against 
the U.S. Our bombs reduced Japan to a land of cinder- 
choked funeral pyres; we literally burned lo the ground 
90 different cities. Our armed forces killed or wounded 
approximately fS million Jannncsn. 


Yel in July, 1945, Japanese newspapers carried the 


militarists' claim that Japan lay on the threshold of its 
greatest victory. "The war is proceeding just as our lead- 
ers planned it," one journal reported. "The Americans 
have massed their men and ships off Okinawa. Soon they 
will try to invade Japan. But our soldiers, sailors and 
airmen are ready. We will drive them ip.lo the sea," 


Five days later we exploded a single atomic bomb ap- 


proximately 500 yards above Hiroshima. 


The official casualty figures say the bomb killed 78,150

persons and injured 37,425 of the city's approximately 
345,000 population. Everyone we interviewed who was 
there at the time calls this a gross underestimate. 


Says Kiyoshi Tanimoto, Reverend of the Nagaregawa 


United Church of Christ and one of the central characters 
in John Hersey's famous book, Hiroshima: "We lied 
about the number of survivors. We told the authorities 
there were more than there really were. We did this be- 
cause we wanted to get more first-aid supplies, more help, 
more relief. My own calculation is that at least 250,000 
people were killed by the atomic bomb." 


Dr. Fumio Shigeto, currently director of the Hiroshima 


Red Cross Hospital, estimates the number of dead at 
200,000. Dr. Shigeto, incidentally, was the first man in 
Japan to realize that the bomb was atomic. 


"Our hospital was one of the few buildings left stand- 


ing," he told us. "The wounded and dying crawled and 
staggered in by the hundreds. As hospital radiologist, 1 


raced down to the cellar for film to X-ray some of the 
victims. When I took the film out of the case, I noticed 
that every sheet was fogged. I knew then that the bomb 
was radioactive." 


Typically, the Japanese do not feel that there was any- 


thing unethical or particularly sinful in our exploding 
atomic bombs over Hiroshima and Nagasaki. "It was 
total war," they say. "In total war, anything goes." 


After the Japanese surrender, we set up the Atomic 


Bomb Casualty Commission in Hiroshima to study the 
effects of our two A-bombs on the survivors. It now is a 
joint Japanese-American organization. Its doctors have 
examined more than 40,000 adult survivors and close to 
75,000 children. Dr. Robert Holmes, its director, has 
drawn three conclusions concerning the effects of radia- 
tion on adults: It did not cause permanent sterility. There 
was a "significant increase" in the incidence of leukemia 
(though total cases numbered only 105). And eye cata- 


racts "probably due to radiation" increased; these are 
small and affect vision only slightly. 


Add Dr's. William Schull and James Neel, "There are 


no really clear indications that radiation history of par- 
ents has affected characteristics of their children." 


We talked to an 11 year-old girl, Hiroko Tomita, who 


was born 25 minutes before the bomb was dropped. 
Hiroko told us that she was the only child living of the 
three who had been born in Hiroshima that day. 


"I've been examined three times," she said, "and the 


doctors say my health is perfect. My mother, however, 
had radiation sickness after the bombing — you know, 
hair falls out, vomiting, and she is still weak all the time. 


"It is very kind of Americans to interest themselves in 


us. I wonder if we would do the same for you. I have 
asked my mother, and she says she does not know. 'All I 
know,' she says, 'is that the American Occupation has 
been very good for the women of Japan.' "

Today Japan is Communism's No. 1 


Actually, American troops no longer occupy 


Japan. The Japanese Peace Treaty, signed Sep- 
tember 8, 1951, officially ended the Occupation. 
The U.S. Army has one under-strength division 
here, the 1st Cavalry, now down to 5,000 men. 
The Marines have another 5,000, and the Air 
Force and Navy probably 90,000 between them. 
These forces are stationed here under a mutual 
defense agreement. 


There is no doubt, however, that the present 


improved position of Japanese women is the 
result of the American Occupation. General 
MacArthur freed them from near-slavery in 
1945 by giving them -the right to vole. They 
soon voted 39 members of their sex inlo the 
lower house of the Diet, won 985 state offices, 
joined some 30,000 municipal boards and took 
nver 41 per cent of all the jobs in Japan. 


Today, the Japanese city girl of 19 has given 


up her traditional kimono for Western dress. 
She attends a co-educational college. She be- 
lieves in marrying a man of her own choice 
instead of being sold into marriage via parental 
agreement. She is empowered to sue for divorce. 


She is against the continuation of Geisha 


schools, where young Japanese girls arc trained 


to amuse and entertain men. She is powerful 
enough to compel the Japanese Association of 
Brothel-Owners to close down their palaces of 
legalized prostitution by 1957. 


Mrs. Japan of 1956 is determined to do her 


own thinking and to demand far more rights 
than were ever granted her in the past. In Tokyo, 
Osaka, Kyoto and other large cities, it is com- 
monplace today for Japanese women to accom- 
pany their husbands to cocktail parties and other 
social gatherings. Prior to World War II such 
behavior for women was unthinkable. 


Of the seven major reforms instituted by the 


American Occupation, it is the considered opin- 
ion of Far East experts that the only lasting one 
in Japan will be the enfranchisement and free- 
dom of women. Here are the other six, all 
apparently failures: 


/) Removal of ultra-nationalistic and mili- 


taristic leaders. As in West Germany, where 
many former Nazis now occupy positions of 
povyer, top Japanese posts arc reverting to po- 
tential enemies of democracy. A prime example 
is Ichiro Hatoyama, placed on General Mac- 
Arthur's purge list as a rabid supporter of Hitler 
and Mussolini. Under Premier Yoshida, head

man during the American Occupation, Hato- 
yama was the real power behind the scenes. 
The Occupation ended, he became — and re- 
mains — Premier in fact. 


2) Democratization of the police system and 


abolition of the thought police. Prewar Japan 
was known for its oppressive and brutal police 
force. People who were suspected of thinking 
incorrectly — and this could mean anything — 
were beaten, thrown in jail, kept (here indefi- 
nitely. Today Japan's police are polite to for- 
eigners. According to many Japanese, however, 
they are well on the return road to old-fashioned 
strong-arm methods and general rnthlessness, 


3) A new Constitution renouncing war and 


preventing the organization of armed forces. 
The Japanese Constitution now is a dead letter. 


•4) Land reform. Modest success has followed 


attempts to give poverty-stricken sharecroppers 
some ownership of the land they worked. But 
large tracts of land arc still held by absentee, 
hinfllnrrjs^ and the nostWHr ^o^ulstion increase 
has placed 20 per cent more people on the rural 
lands. All told, there now are 90 million Japa- 
nese on four islands no larger in area than the 
state of Montana. The land cannot support the 
people. Their, only hope lies in emigration. 


5) Destruction of the "zaihatsu," monopoly 


combines that controlled more than 90 per cent 
of Japan's industrial wealth before World War 
II. Like the I. G. Farbenindustrie and other 
cartels in Germany, the zaibatsu •— through in- 
terlocking directorates, bribery, connections 
with the Imperial family and control of the 
banks — are pretty much back in the saddle. 


The Unions — and the Reds 


6) Development and liberalization of labor 


unions. The Occupation authorities encouraged 
the development of the Japanese labor move- 
ment, hoping the Japanese would keep to the 
path of collective bargaining. The unions in- 
stead have gone into politics and in some in- 
stances have provided the breeding grounds for 
Japan's Communists and their sympathizers. 


One of the great dangers in Japan today is 


that the people are so anti-miiitarist that they 
regard the very real Communist menace as a 
military red herring. While there are only 100.- 
000 listed Communist Party members at present, 
these Reds are active in the major labor unions. 
They have organized ceils in most of the uni- 
versities. 


They even have sought to infiltrate unions of 


Japanese employes of the U.S. armed forces 
here. They have fought American military at- 
tempts to enforce political screening of Japanese 
employes, and have resorted to violence when 
we tried to survey land needed to accommodate 
our jets and air transports. 


The Soviet mission in Tokyo has been the 


chief source of funds for the party. Now that 
Japan and Russia have resumed diplomatic 
negotiations, the Soviets undoubtedly will bring 
in a large number of agents from Moscow. 


Currently the Japanese Communists are say- 


ing that there is no external threat to Japan that

requires the presence of American bases here. 
Yet the three Communist air forces in Asia — 
Russia, China and North Korea — among them 
have some 8,000 aircraft, half of which are jets. 
This number constitutes one-third of the entire 
Communist air -strength. The Communists have 
approximately 100 air bases on the Asian Coast 
facing Japan. Their bombers and fighters could 
reach any target in Japan within two hours at 
the most. 


"If we weren't defended by U.S. air strength," 


says Capt. Yasukiyo Nishikori (who once was 
Edgar Bergen's house boy), "we would have 
been taken over by the Communists a long time 
ago. I don't know why it's so hard for the Japa- 
nese to see this. 


"We are a very literate and educated nation. 


We know how the Communists took over so 
many other countries, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Latvia, China — 
both from within and without. And yet our 
people think it can't happen here." 


Fortunately, there are some Japanese who 


think it can happen here. These include the men 
who have joined Japan's self-defense force — 
the men we currently are training to fight. •

TIPS ON THE STRATEGY 


OF EARNING A LIVING 


An expert tells you how to pace a successful career 


by JULES Z. WILLING 


The vast majority of us earn our living by 
working for others. How ample or meager 
a living we earn depends on many things, 
not least the ability to market our services 
consistently to the greatest advantage. 


Two men start equal in ability and po- 


tential. Fifteen years later, one is an office 
manager at $85 a week, while the other is 
a $15,000 executive. Luck? Perhaps. But 
more likely it's because one man used 
strategy that made the most profitable use 
of his talents and opportunities. 


The strategy of earning a living is much 


like that of warfare and courtship. My 
analysis of the progress — or lack of it — 
of thousands of men in all walks of life 
over a period of many years discloses 10 
basic rules of good career strategy. Here 
they are. 


1 Don'f fail to measure your progress pe- 
riodically. The years between 24 and 35 
are your working capital; they must be 
invested in projects that will yield a rate 
of return that will insure an adequate liv- 
ing for the rest of your life. In one year, 
you might put into and get out of a job all 
lhat is possible. If you spend a second year 
on that job, you spend about 9 per cent of 
your capital in a way that will yield no 
future return. 
2 Don'f look for security, permanence or 
long-range future in your early fobs. The 
chances of your making a lifetime career 
with your first, second or third employer 
are remote. The shorter your career has 
been, the less you should be concerned 
with the long-range prospects of your job, 
and the more vnlue you should place on 


the kind of experience it gives you. There's 
nothing wrong with taking a dead-end job 
that gives you valuable experience — 
which in turn may help you land a perma- 
nent job with greater opportunities. 
3 Keep o "career file" on yourself. This 
is your saies portfolio. Put into it evidence 
of your ability, your achievements, your 
rising status. Remember that it often is 
impossible to go back and try to gather 
proof of past accomplishments — so col- 
lect that proof as you go along. Your file 
should include suggestions you made and 
recognition they brought you, your raises 
or promotions, your firm's organization 
chart showing your position, samples of 
outstanding work you have done and the 
like. 
4 Cultivate your contacts. It is much easier 
to develop friendships with people outside 
your company who might later do you 
some good if you do so while you are 
safely and securely employed. Don't wait 
until you are "between jobs" to develop 
helpful contacts; it may be too late. 
5 Be sore fo add to your qualifications as 


you progress. Too many people believe 
.that raises and promotions are adequate 
evidence of increased ability. Frequently, 
these merely are evidence of momentum. 
If your next job is to be better than your 
last, you must be prepared to offer more 
to your next employer. What is that 
"more" going to be? 
6 Test your market value from time to time. 
Too many people assume that because 
they are considered valuable employees in 
their jobs, they will be considered equally 
valuable on the open market. This, unfor- 


tunately, is too rarely true. The best way 
to find.out the market value of your serv- 
ices is to explore outside job possibilities 
occasionally, even if you're not serious 
about applying. If you find it difficult to 
gain acceptance, you may spot weaknesses 
you can correct before they impede your 
progress. 
7 Keep abreast of technological changes 
in your occupation, regardless of your age. 
Your way of doing things may be per- 
fectly adequate for the firm that now em- 
ploys you, but will it be adequate for 
others? When your firm adopts a new 
technology, will you be qualified to stay? 


Only by keeping a sharp eye open for 


the new skills constantly being required 
in old occupations can you prevent your- 
self from becoming obsolete. For example, 
if you are an accountant, have you made 
any effort to learn the new and complex 
accounting machinery introduced in re- 
cent years? Do you recognize lhat ac- 
countancy is veering away from the man- 
ual and toward the mechanical? Do you 
detect strong undertones of engineering 
science in your profession? 
8 Aim for assignments that wilt increase 
your emplayabitity. Sometimes the thank- 
less job that nobody likes can sound im- 
pressive to a prospective employer. Some- 
times it fills out a gap .in your experience. 
It "also may give a different point of view 
toward your regular work, or a hint of 
ways your own job can be expanded. Simi- 
larly, easy assignments with lots of pres- 
tige inside the firm may do absolutely 
nothing to make you either a bigger or a 
belter man career-wise. You might enjoy 
them, but you don't profit by them. 
9 Strive for visibility in your work. As you 
go up. you inevitably will move into the 
shadow of a top executive. In that shadow 
lurks the career-killer: the anonymous 
job of "administrative assistant," where 
everything is done in your boss' name and 
on the strength of his authority, not yours. 
A lesser job, with more autonomy, where 
you can rise or fall on the basis of your 
own work, is usually safer in the long 
run — and gets you ahead faster. 
10 After 30, begin to give as much thought 
to the firm as to the job. From now on, 
you'll be able to change jobs less readily. 
In five years, you should be well en- 
trenched in your career. You can't afford 
to join a failing firm, one that has limited 
opportunities in the higher brackets, one 
that is in a declining industry, one shaken 
too often by reorganization and changes 
of management or one that isn't prepared 
to pay off on demonstrated ability in two 
or three years. 


If you follow these tips, don't expect 


them to guarantee fame and fortune. What 
they will do, however, is give you a good 
yardstick of your ability and progress. The 
rest is up to you.

as told to DOUGLAS GREENE 


I came out of a nightmare not long ago and 
I'm going to describe it exactly as I lived it. 
There won't be any fancy writing, but 
every word I am telling you is the truth. 


I'm 52 years old and a grandmother — 


a young-looking one, please. Grandmas 
aren't what they used to be. We're better 
lookinc, keep ourselves nicer and are. a lot 
more active than our own grandmothers 
were. 


Maybe that was part of my trouble. 
Anyway, I have three married children, 


two boys and a girl. One boy is an engineer 
in a far-ofT city, the other a plant manager 
several hundred miles from where I live. 
My daughter lives near me in an East Coast 
suburban community.

Some- 
where along the line we raised the stakes 
from a 2-cent to a 10-cent limit. 


Later on, the children were starting to

ier and heavier on my hands. I visited my 
daughter regularly — but how often can 
you go without becoming a mother-in-law 
pest? When her babies came, of course, i 
had plenty to do helping out. But as they 
got bigger, I was needed less and the lone- 
liness grew worse. 


Up Go the Stakes 


That's when the card games got more 


active. All of us, it seems, were, in about the 
same situation. We raised the slakes again 
— to a 25-cent limit. 


Gradually I became more and more in- 


terested in cards. I began reading books on 
how to play, studying odds and^ figuring out 
new ways to win. Now 1 had something to 
do, to be interested in. Once .1 won $75. 


This lasted for months. Then, slowly but 


surely, poker began to lose its kick. I was 
feeling the need for greater excitement. 


1 graduated to the horses. 
It was an easy, natural and completely 


painless switch. It was natural because my 
. husband and 1 used to go to the track — 
not very often but once in a while, as many 
people do. But then it was just a day's out- 
ing. Now there was a real kick to it. I loved 
the thrill of doping out the races and watch- 
ing what happened. I loved the fear — yes, 
fear — that would grab me when 1 had bet 
a fairly large sum. 


AFTER A RACE, loser unhappily watches her horse trotting past winner's circle. 


1 loved winning. And when I iost, it 


made me want to come back and win even 
more. I went to the track as often as r could, 
sometimes two or three times a week. 


The long trips back and forth were tir- 


ing. However, I soon found the solution — 
a solution that ended up in misery and 
shame for me. 


I was out walking with a friend one day. 


She pointed to a fat man on a street corner. 
"See that fellow?" she said. "He's a bookie." 
The next day I went out and found the fat 
man. I asked him if he'd take my bets. He 
had seen me before and so he said that he 
would. 


This seemed to solve all my problems. 


Now there were no long trips to the track.

Gambling addiction: 
New peril to women 


What happened to the author of this 
article also is happening to thousands of 
other U.S. women, according to police 
officials. Says Howard Winter, manager 
of the famous William J. Burns Interna- 
tional Defective Agency: "... Women 


' have never gambled as much as they 


are now. The situation is worst in Chi- 
cago, Los Angeles, San Francisco, the 
Florida resorts, New York and Nevada. 
More husbands than ever are coming to 
us, asking our operatives to find out 
what is happening to the household 
money and the cash in joint accounts. 
We have to tell them . . . that it's being 
lost in gambling." 


Most of it, of course, is lost at the 


horse tracks. (The Thoroughbred Racing 
Association recently found that women 
comprise 32 per cent of the patrons at 


U.S. 
tracks.) Others gamble at cards, 


especially "poker parties" held in apart- 
ments and sometimes staged by profes- 
sional promoters. 


Gambling, of course, is not necessar- 


ily harmful, points out Dr. Robert Holt, 
director of New York University Research 
Center for Mental Health". But, he adds, 
it can become an addiction that can 
wreck your life — as in the case of the 
author.

WOMEN GAMBLERS CONTINUED 


'I looked up at the board that 


flashes the results, f felt my 


knees give way... I almost fainted' 


All I had to do was stay home and 'wait for 
Ihc results on the radio. It was a wonderful 
way to fli! the lonely hours. 


I didn't know it, of course, but I had be- 


come a compulsive gambler. I craved the 
excitement of playing just as the alcoholic 
craves Hquor^and the drug addict yearns for 
narcotics. 


Nobody really believes he Is 'an addict 


until it's too late. So I never gave any 
thought to the consequences. I was enjoying 
myself and that was enough. And yet I was 
sick — for compulsive gambling is a sick- 
ness just like alcoholism. 


What made me sick? Loneliness, I am 


sure. But a very special loneliness that, I 
found out later, is hitting more and more 
women every year. We have our busy years 
raising a family and then suddenly it's all 
over. We feel lost, unwanted and unncedcd.. 
We're still strong and healthy and there's 
nolhing for us to do. 


But I had found something to do. Gam- 


bling filled my days with pleasure. 


Suddenly there wasn't so much pleasure. 


I started to lose. 


Day after day, week after week, I lost. 


Up to this point, I had never gone up or 
down more than .$150. So I always had 
money to1 bet, using a tiny savings account 
and my house money. But one day 1 found 
I was $500 in debt. 


I owed the fat man $100. I had borrowed 


$200 from a friend on a flimsy excuse and . 


. I had gambled away $200 that my husband 
had left me to pay insurance premiums. 


I looked up another friend. My daughter, 


1 told her, had smashed up her car and 
wanted to get it fixed before her husband 
found out. She lent me $250. 


But instead of using this $250 to pay 


back my friends, I worked twice as hard 
trying to dope out the horses. And I doubled 
my bets, figuring I'd make a killing, get 
even — and then quit. 


But I didn't make any killings. I found 


myself getting deeper in the hole. 


I went sleepless two nights in a row, wor- 


rying and wondering what to do. 


But, really, what else was there? I went 


out and began borrowing small sums from 
my friends. After a week I had part of what 
I needed.

pany, I went to a woman who, I had heard, 
loaned money. I borrowed $300.' I was lo 
pay her back at Ihc rate of $50 a month 
for a year.

I 
had a little book in which I wrote down 
all my debts. The list was getting longer.

And I did, though it took long 
months with my husband standing by to 
help when the temptation became almost 
too much. 


Today my life is a full one — without 


gambling. One of my sons has moved back 
to the city and my time now is happily 
taken up with my grandchildren, commun- 
ity activities and a number of hobbies that 
I have recently discovered. 


But I know there are many thousands of 


other women, bored and lonely, who still 
gamble heavily. They don't know they are 
addicts. And they don't know the terrible 
heartache that their addiction will cause. 


If my siory wakes them up, then what I 


suffered won'! have been in vain.

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OST OFFICES throughout the land are waiting 


for mountains to move in, floods to inundate, and 


avalanches to smother and paralyze their operations. 


That is what, by every sensible rule, should hap- 


pen to the Post Office Department when the Christ- 
mas mail comes roaring through the chutes. 
These 


events \von't be disastrous, however, for the postal 
service is calmly prepared for what will strike in the 
next few days. 


In Long Beach, a million and a half dollars' worth 


of stamps are in the vaults. Dozens of shiny new ball 
point pens are chained to the counters. A thousand 
extra employes are ready to swing into action. A for- 
est of mail racks waits on the floor of a specially- 
hired warehouse. Sixty-one giant trucks and 190 pri- 
vate cars are prepared to do the bulky handling. 


LOXG BEACH'S Postmaster George J. McMillin 


regards the problem placidly. 


"We'll get it out and you can be sure that any 


Christmas parcel in our- hands on Dec. 24. will be de- 
livered in time." 


Superintendent of mails Verne Brustkern nods in 


agreement. 


"The mail will go out as rapidly as it comes in," 


he promises. "The public can help by mailing as soon 
as the address is written. We'll keep the pai'cel post 
windows open as long as anyone is in the iines, and 
there will be numerous pickups at corner mail boxes." 


The Long Beach post office will do about 5800,000 


worth of business this month. 
Chief Accountant J. 


Ernie Sohn says there has been a steady 5 pei cent 
rise in postal receipts. 


"In 1950 we did $412.000 worth of December busi- 


ness. Last year it was $735,000. and it will continue 
to grow." 


AT 828 E. 12TH ST. is a temporary warehouse 


with 28,000 square feet of floor space, soon to be com- 
pletely covered with bags of parcel post. It is now 
a re-echoing jungle of metal racks with suspended 
mail sacks. The bags are labeled for every corner of 
this country and every major geographical division of 
the world. 


A clerk is working a rack of sacks labeled for the 


Far East. He picks up a Christmas package addressed 
to Bombay and labeled, "Don't Open Until Christmas." 


"Someone must think steamships are awfully fast," 


Postmaster McMillin and C. E. Davis, of L. 3. 
office check $1,500,000 s t a m p shipment 


says the clerk. "But, then again, maybe he thinks 
we're awfully slow and won't get it there until next 
Christmas." 


"You can see the mail come toward Long Beach 


like a tidal wave," says another clerk. "Most of it is 
outgoing, headed for the eastern seaboard. 
It will 


build up to a tremendous volume and then the bulk 
of it will be addressed to the Middle West. About a 
week before Christmas, the outgoing mail will trickle 
down to a comparative nothing and there'll be a moun- 
tain of -mail addressed to Long Beach." 


THE SADDEST and sweetest-smelling job is that 


of the clerk who rewrapS broken parcels. The air 
around his bench is filled with the fragrance from 
broken bottles of toilet water and perfumes. Spilled 
talcum gives a broken box of dates a sexy aura, and 
neckties are freshly colored with jams and jelly. 


"Poorly wrapped packages are our greatest head- 


ache," says Parcel Post Clerk Francis Scott. "Some 
of those we receive would hardly survive a trip down- 
town and they certainly won't last in the mails. Too 
many people use flimsy paper and weak string." 


"Use a stout carton and, if the article is fragile,

W AST YEAR, we, the people 
•^ of this country, put ?1,800,- 
000,000 in coins into vending 
machines, not counting tele- 
phones, 
parking meters 
and 


service machines such as coin- 
operated TV receivers. For these 
coins we received items ranging 
from hot coffee, cold drinks, hot 
soup, cigarettes and fresh fruit 
to pocket combs, toothbrushes, 
handkerchiefs, music and hot 
meals. 


There are more coins in use 


today in the United States than 
ever before, and the amount is 
still on the upswing. 


FOR EXAMPLE, when tele- 


phone companies throughout the 
nation raised the cost of a phone 
call from a nickel to a dime, 
many areas were again pinched 
for dimes. When the state of 
California passed a sales tax 
several years ago there was an 
extreme shortage of pennies. 


THE TREMENDOUS popula- 


tion growth in southern Cali- 
fornia has the banks working 
overtime to meet the greatly in- 
creased 
demand for 
pennies, 


nickels, dimes, quarters and half 
dollars. 
Today, Los Angeles 


handles more coins than any 


Other city in the world. To keep 
ahead of this need, banks have 
installed 
highly 
mechanized 


equipment for all phases of the 
work. 


One such 
installation, Se- 


curity-First National Bank of 
Los Angeles, is the largest in the 
world 
and 
currently 
sorts, 


counts and wraps more than 30 
tons of coin in a five-day week. 
This adds up to approximately 
one half minion rolls of coins 
per month, varying anywhere 
from $300,000 to $600,000 per 
week. 


MONEY COMING into the 


vault arrives in armored trucks. 
An armed guard in a bullet- 
proof, glass * enclosed 
cupola 


overlooking the truck delivery 
area flashes a coded signal to 
another guard in the vault 


The second guard presses a 


button and a heavy steel door is 
raised electrically. The raised 
door exposes a conveyor belt 
which carries the money sacks 
to the underground leveL 


Downstairs, the heavy sacks 


are 
unloaded on handtrucks.

HE RECALLS BATAAN DEATH MARCH 


'Stay on Your Feet or Die' 


By Bud Lembke 


ADVENTURE doesn't often 
•*•*• drop in the lap of a man. 


He must thrust himself in its 


path. It takes luck, too, for one 
to cast aside the humdrum and 
live dangerously. 


A decision to travel and a spin 


of a globe, and the die was cast 
for John L. (Larry) Kiernan in 
March 1938. When the globe 
stopped spinning, his finger was 
pointing at che Philippine Is- 
lands. 


Storm clouds had been brew- 


ing for some years over the Far 
East, and so it was with high 
hopes of finding excitement tha£ 
Kiernan left L>,ng Beach and 
took a ship to Manila. 


FIFTEEN 1TEARS AGO this 


week, Kiernan began reaping' 
more thrills than he'd bargained 
for. 


It was an unbelievably cruel 


adventure that was to take him 
through the infamous Bataan' 
Death March and pile horror 
upon horror during nearly three 
and one-half years of Japanese 
imprisonment. 


On this anniversary of Pearl 


Harbor and Japan's attack on 
the U. S., Kiernan is once more 
living quietly in Long Beach. 
He is one among the 10 per 
cent of American forces trapped 
on Bataan Peninsula who lived 
to tell the tale. It 13 an ordeal 
the like of whi.ih fev men in 
history have hau to undergo. 


More than a decade since it 


ended, Kiernan finds it 
diffi- 


cult to recall details of the mis- 
ery, the slow, inch-by-inch star- 
vation, tht relentless attrition 
of a man's endurance and the 
senseless punishment. But most 
of the terrible drama .is etched 
indelibly in his memory. 


THJE DEATH MARCH—"stay 


on your feet or die." 


A hundred men wedged into 


a 
stifling, 
torrid 
box 
car 


smaller than tho average Ameri- 
can living room for a ride of 
death from one prison camp to 
another or. a war-time Thanks- 
giving Day. 


Forced at bayonet point to 


hold your ha..ds high over your 
head for an hour and 20 min- 
utes, while an army of mos- 
quitoes feasted on your exposed 
body ar.d bit your face until 


your eyas swelled shut and didn't 
open for four days. 


Ordered to stand at attention 


and, too weak from the extrac- 
tion of ai. ulc .rated tooth to 
comply, jerked •"•o your feet and 
knocked to the floor. 


Those were but a few of the 


low points in the series of 
calamitous events. 


Kiernan was working as an 


accountant at a gold mine near 
Baguio in northern Luzon when 
the radio cracked out news of 
the Japanese attack. 


Just before Christmas, the 60 


Americans at the mine, in the 
face of the advancing Japanese 
army, fled to an isolated saw- 
mill previously stocked 
with 


food. 


IN A COUPLE OF DAYS, 


Kiernan and two of the mine 
engineers decided to make a 
break for it and try to reach 
Manila to join the U. S. Army. 


By u circuitous route, they 


hiked out of th mountains and 
in two days reached Manila. 


From their experience at the 


mine, all three were familiar 
with demolitior work and were 
hired upon arrival as supervising 
engineers with an Army unit 
that won fame as "Casey's 
Dynamiters," named after the 
commanding colonel. . 


Kiernan's assignment was to 


haul in dynamite for demolition 
of the huge Pacadan oil instal- 
lation. It was finally touched off 
on Dec. 31, he recalls, with a 
"tremendous roar and the most 
frightening burst of flame and 
smoke any of us had ever seen." 


There had been no "time for 


him to be sworn into the Army. 
That • came three weeks later 
when .ie received a field com- 
mission in Bataan, where he 
had raced in a will ride with 
a commandeered car on New 
Year's Eve, over a pitch black 
road past, the fleeing populace 
and retreating \rrny units. 


THREE TIMES, engage! in 


building trails and roads, his 
unit was moved back. On April 
6, the Japs broke through. Every 
man was pressed into a final, 
frantic stand. -Vord was passed 
to lay down arms on April 8.

Wrap Gifts to Show You Care 


CHRISTMAS 
gifts 


this year can be more won- 


derfully exciting—and better ex- 
press the spirit with which you 
give them—if you take thejjme 
to wrap your presents with care 
and ingenuity. 


There's, no end to the clever 


devices you can employ, but the 
important thing is first to un- 
derstand the fundamentals of 
gift wrapping. 


According to Marcia Simpson, 


gift-wrapping stylist for Ben- 
Mont Papers, Inc. and one of 
America's, most foremost au- 
thorities on the subject, gift- 
wrapping begins inside the box. 
Treat every gift as though it 
were 
precious 
and 
fragile. 


Wrap your gift in fine white tis- 
sue—wads of cotton, if the gift 
is small—and you'll add a touch 
of elegance. 


Selecting gift paper can be 


fun. 
For small boxes—the kind' 


used to hold gifts like ties, 
stockings, or handkerchiefs—a 
small, over-all pattern is usually 
best. 
Holly, mistletoe, angels; 


a whole host of small patterns 
is available. 


For boxes large enough to 


hold appliances, a robe, or a 
large toy, choose a paper with 
one larger, dominant center de- 
sign—a 
glistening 
Christmas 


tree, for example. 


WITH YOTJR GIFT wrapped 


in tissue and your paper se- 
lected, you're ready to wrap. 
There are four basic steps. 


FIRST—Lay the gift wrap- 


ping paper, face down, on a 
clean, flat, surface. Place the 
.box, upside down, on the paper. 
Try to position the box on the 
paper so that the design will 
show to the best 
advantage 


when wrapping is completed. 


SECOND—Cut the paper so 


that it is wide enough to go 
around the box and overlap 2 
or 3 inches. The paper should 
also be cut to extend slightly 
more than one-half the depth 
of the box at both ends. 


THIRD—Fold the . paper up 


and around, overlap and seal 
with a decorative.gummed 
sticker or with cellophane tape. 


FOURTH—As illustrated, fold 


top ends down tightly and make 
diagonal creases at the sides and 
then fold sides in. Seal with a 
decorative gummed sticker or 
with cellophane tape. Do the 
same at the other end. 


NOW YOTJ'RE READY to tie 


the package with ribbons and 
attach decorative bows. Accord- 
ing to Ben-Mont's Miss Simp- 
son, there's only one basic 
method of tying ribbon, but this 
may be varied by placing the 
ribbon off center in any direc- 
tion. Here again, you can use 
your imagination in selecting 
the size, type and texture of 
ribbon that seems most appro- 
priate. In tieingr, there are four 
steps. 


FIRST—Hold ribbon on the 


top of the package, allowing the 
short end to extend about six 
inches beyond the center. 


SECOND—Bring the ribbon 


the length of the package, then 
at starting point, cross ribbon 
and bring it around \\idth of box 
and back to starling; point. Be 
sure that the ribbon docs not 
twist on the bottom of the 
package. 


THIRD—Cut off the ribbon, 


but leave, 4 or 5 inches. This 
*nd is then brought over and 
under the crosstd ribbon. 


Neatly wrapped in carefully selected paper, the gift 
above will .prove to recipient that giver really cares.

FOURTH—Pull up tightly to- 


gether and tie a knot. 


T H E R E ARE SCORES of 


fancy bows you can apply. Two 
types are especially popular, 
and they're easy to make. 


DAISY BOWS—As illustrated, 


form ribbon in any number of 
loops of any length. Tie in cen- 
ter with another piece of ribbon 
and attach to package. 


ROSETTES — As illustrated, 


form ribbon in loops measuring 


with forefinger. Tie same as 
daisy bow. If curling ribbon is 
used, curl ends by drawing rib- 
bon between thi'mb and dull 
edge. To make double rosettes, 
tie smaller rosette on top. 


Now fasten the gift card, and

your gift paper 
thoughtfully, 


wrapped the package with care, 
and added an attractive ribbon, 
it will be quite clear on Christ- 
mas day that you care about the 
person who's getting your gift

His Art Depicts Medieval

ment of mentally ill by E. C. Wallin of Long Beach State College faculty. 


AN ART INSTRUCTOR who 
•*•"• is something of an authori- 
ty on the treatment of the men- 
tally iU ... ! 


That is Eugene C. Wallin, fac- 


ulty member at Long B e a c h 
State College who last summer 
as a graduate student at Penn- 
sylvania State U n i v e r s i t y 
painted a mural for the admis- 
sions lobby of the new state 
hospital at Hollidaysburg, Pa. 


It is a 36-foot, four-section 


mural, each of the nine-by-five 
foot panels dealing with a sep- 
arate period in the history of 
mental care. 


THE MURAL, which fulfills 


part of Wallin's thesis require- 
ments for his doctor of educa- 
tion degree from Pennsylvania 
State, traces the evolution of 
care of the mentally ill from 
early herb dosages to modern 
psychiatric techniques and mira- 
cle drugs. 


Included in the pictorial nar- 


rative are Dorothea Dix, who 
traveled about the country in 
the last century exhorting state 
legislatures to support welfare 
institutions, and spending her 
own fortune in the process; 


Thomas 
S. 
Kirkbride, 
who 


formed a team with Miss Dix 
and designed and built mental 
hospitals, including a model in- 
stitution in Philadelphia; a n d 
Benjamin Rush, a signer of the 
Declaration of Independence and 
the first American physician to 
do research on mental illness. 


WALLIN USED the moon- 


once believed to cause madness 
and the origin of the term "lu- 
natic" as a symbol running 
through the mural. It dominates 
the first panel but gradually is 
"eclipsed out" in the next three. 


The artist painted the mm-al 


in a quiet spot on the Pennsyl- 
vania campus—the artificial ice 
skating rink. He fastened his 
canvas onto four wooden frames 
and hung them on pulleys from 
the ceiling. 


HE HAS PAINTED in oils for 


years, and exhibited in a show 
in the Illinois State Fair. 


He is a native of Rockford, 


111., and received his bachelor 
of arts' degree from Eeloit Col- 
lege, Wis., in 1949 and his mas- 
ter of fine arts from the Uni- 
versity of Iowa in 1951.

Yule Feast

TBJEDLANDS UNIVERSITY'S 
•"" annual public Christmas 
program—the moving Feast of 
Lights — is scheduled for the 
campus chapel this year on Dec. 
15 and 16. 


This will be the 10th consecu- 


tive year the unique dramatiza- 
tion of the Christmas story has 
been presented at the college. 


Performances are planned for 


Saturday and Sunday nights and 
Sunday afternoon. 


The pageant takes place in 


two parts. The first act tells the 
story of the Nativity, tracing the 
thread of prophecy of the com- 
ing of Christ through the Ful- 
fillment. It is presented in song 
and narration interspersed by 
music from the b;s: four-manual 
Cassvant organ and orchestral 
accompaniment. 


FOR THE CLIMAX of the 


program, the audience joins with 
the 150-memb?r student choir in 
the singing of the traditional 
Christmas carols. 


During the early part of the 


second act, the chapel is illumi- 
nated with a single candle at the 
altar. 


Then, one by one. faculty 


members representing the 12 
apostles light other candles from 
the altar flame. 


The Feast of Lights figura- 


tively becomes that when the 
choristers light their candles, the 
chapel gradually lighting up with 
the hundreds of winking flames. 


WITH THE CHOIR moved to 


illuminate the manger scene, 
now visible for the first time, 
the audience begins filing out of 
the sanctuary as the choristers 
sing "Silent Night." 


Each spectator stops at the 


door and looks back for a last 
glance at the singers, each hold- 
ing a candle, standing below the 
manger scene in which Mary, 
Joseph and the shepherds and 
kings kneel in adoration before 
the Christ child-

The Mission California Forgot

The Mission Nuestra Senora de la Soledad, long neg- 
lected, is being restored by th« Native Daughters.

is a mistaken belief 


that 
all 
of 
California'? 


picturesque .missions along .El 
Camino Real have been restored; 


One of the originals, built in 


1791, was completely neglected 


until 1939. The adobe walls of 
Mission Nuestra .Senora de la 
Soledad, located midway be- 
tween King City and Salinas, 
had long been in the process of 


returning to the soil from which 


they were made until discovered 
by California Native Daughters 
of the Golden West. 


Through the efforts of this 


group the mission, 13th in a 
chain of 21 founded by the Span- 
ish padres as they walked along 
the Kings Highway almost two 
centuries ago, has been partially 
restored. 


IN AUGUST of 1955, the orig- 


inal bell that once called Indian 
neophytes to services in Mission 
Soledad, 
rang 
its 
summons 


again in the rebuilt chapel for 
the first time in 118 years when 
secularization brought 
almost 


immediate ruin to the eclifice. 


Founded on Oct. 9, 1791 by 


Father Fermin de Lasuen, the 
building, was never pretentious 
nor as attractive as those locat- 
ed in this area. It did, however,

sei-ve as an important link in 
the chain arid continued the de- 
velopment of the Salinas Valley 
area. 


IN 1834, 700 Indians were de- 


pendent upon the mission. It was 
stocked with 4500 head of cat- 
tle, 163 horses and mules and 
4950 sheep. Six hundred and 
eighty three bushels of grain 
were harvested in one year. 


Mission Soledad was a refuge 


for coastal missions when the 
pirate Bouchard plundered and 
burned 
along the 
Monterey 


shores. Although the soil was 
comparatively poor, through the 
kindness, of the padres prosper- 
ity and contentment abounded 
there for more than 40 years. 


THE P I C T U R E quickly 


changed when the priests at 
Mission Soledad were divested 
of their authority. The Indians 
forsook their religious teachings 
by the hundreds and in only a 
few short years decay set in. 


Fr. Vicente Francisco de Sar- 


ria, then in charge, was unwill- 
ing to desert the Indians even 
though the church no longer 


supported the missions. A few 
of his followers stayed by him 
until he died of hunger and 
want and his remains were car- 
ried to Mission San Antonio de 
Padua for burial. 


Mission Soledad is the only 


one overlooked 
by state-wide 


programs to rebuild these ven- 
erable structures.- Because it is 
a priceless landmark, the Native. 
Daughters of the Golden West 
have undertaken a restoration 
program with the result that 
$26,000 has been spent on the 
project to date. 


The graves of Jose Joaquin de 


Arrilage, governor of California, 
and Padre Florence Ibanez are 
located somewhere among .the 
ruins. It is hoped that they will 
be revealed during future build- 
ing.

Although the walls ' were re^- 


duced almost to ground' level 
and mute desolation prevailed, 
old records provide 
complete 


architectural details to enable 
the old and stately church and 
school to again take its place 
among California's famed his- 


torical spots.

heat on April 17, Kiernan be- 
gan 
the 
torturous 
100-mile 


Death March to San Fernando 
Pampanga. Those who fell or 
tried to get water out of a 
muddy ditch along the road 
were shot or bayoneted. 


Many of the American troops 


Started the inarch with can- 
teens of water, but mid-way 
along, the Jap soldiers moved 
through and stripped these from 
the parched captives. 


About three-fourths of the 200 


men in Xiernan's group made it 
to San Fernando Pampanga. It 
was the first in a seemingly 
endless string o<. hellish experi- 
ences that was to reduce Kier- 
nan from a healthy young man 
standing five feet, eight inches 
and weighing 142 pounds to a 
disease-ridden skeleton of less 
than 70 pounds. 


THE B O X C A R RIDE to 


O'Donnell Prison, where "in- 
credible filth," dysentery, ma- 
laria and slow starvation began 
to exact a steady toll of lives. 


Cabanatuan Prison, in central 


Luzon. 


A lesson here. 
Four men try to escape, are 


caught attempting to crawl un- 
der the fence. Each is given a 
shovel, and an American ser- 
geant is sent along with them 
in a guarded truck. 


He brings back the hair-rais- 


ing story: the first man is shot; 
the next in line is forced to bury 
him in a shallow grave; then he 
is shot, and the fiendish plot un- 
folds until the s ?rgeant digs the 
fourth would-be escapees's grave, 
and he returns. 


"I know of no successful es- 


cape from a Japanese prisoner- 
of-war camp," says Kiernan. "It 
was foolhardy, and I never gave 
it a thought." 


November 1942, and a grim 


19-day voyage to- Japan. Kier- 
nan and 539 other prisoners 
crammed in the hold of a small 
ship with only one small toilet 
"honey bucket" and everyone 
suffering from dysentery. The 
men clad only in cotton khakis, 
starting out in unbearable heat 
and running northward into win- 
ter's paralyzing cold,_with waves 
washing down on the wretched 
men through the open hold. 


JAPAN", ANT Camp Tana- 


gawa on the main island of Hon- 
shu. Kiernan suffering from the 
diseases of malnutrition: beri- 
beri, dysentery, scurvy, periodi- 
cally partially losing his eye- 
sight. Under the pretense of 
calisthenics, the weakened men 
forced to do the "goosestep" ev- 
ery morning. 


Zentsuji Prison on the island 


of Shikoku, for 2Vz years. No 
heat in the barracks, hut above 
all, "the one real problem was 
food — we were being starved 
gradually, but systematically."

Adventure With No Holds Barred 


JACK LONDON was a man's 


man, 
a rough-and-tough, no- 


holds-barred adventurer. He had 
his first drink (beer) at the age 
of 9, became an oyster pirate 
in San Francisco Bay at '16, and 
later became a U.S. officer to 
wipe out the pirates who were 
destroying the oyster beds. He 
b'reezed through the University 
of California at Berkeley in 19 
months and then raced for the 
Alaska gold rush without wait- 
ing for his graduation paper. He 
was the first to run the rapids 
on the McMillan River above 
White Horse while other miners 
p o r t a g e d around, bummed 
across Canada and the United 
States as a hobo, lived in the 
slums of Lffndon, crossed 
the 


Pacific in a small boat called 
the Snark. Pie became a reporter 
to cover such epochal events as 
the Russo-Japanese 
war and, 


finally — before his death in 
1916 — built his famous Wolf 
House on his ranch at Glen 
Ellen, Northern California. 


Through all his countless ad- 


ventures he had a burning de- 
sire to write, and write he did. 
And everything he wrote was 
imbued with all the movement, 
color and excitement he found 
in his own adventures. 


Wishing to preserve London's 


best stories in a single volume 
"for 
a new generation, Irving 


Shepard 
has 
edited 
"Jack 


London's Tales of Adventure" 
(Hanover House, $4.95). In the 
introduction he explains that he 
has attempted to select the 
most absorbing tales London 
ever wrote — r e f l e c t i n g a 
representative selection from all 
phases 
of t h e 
adventurer's 


diverse literary career—novels, 
sociological and political essays, 
sports, war 
reporting, 
auto- 


biography, travel. 


Mr. Shepard did his job well.. 


The volume *:contains selections 
from such famous books as "The 
Seawolf," "Martin Eden," such 
adventure as "The Cruise of the 
Snark," his reporting on the 
Jeffries-Johnson

of his famous short stories. The

is illustrated with an

MONICA STIRLING, author 


of the widely commended "Boy 
in Blue" gives us in her new 
volume the story of a French

affair,

Darling 


Folly" (Coward McCann, $3.50). 
An artist with words,. Miss 
Stirling sketches with controlled 
sweeps actor Remy Malet, lovely 
Sophie Dubois and her husband 
Etienne; 
and 
she 
recreates 


scenes of Paris, of the world of 
the theatre and of the courts, 
with the heart and mind of the 
below-surfaces craftsman. This 
short but most satisfying story 
of the handsome actor's affair 
with his m a r r i e d lover is 
delicately done, with no offen- 
sive language, with 
subtlety. 


Though the impression left is 
not so deep as that left by Miss 
Stirling's previous work, it does

Cleverly,

keeps the husband in the back- 
ground; 
but his presence is

teeth. But what they did' not 
fully appreciate — until their 
architects showed them —- was 
the enormous difficulty of de- 
signing a house for this, com- 
paratively n a r r o w lot that 
sloped so abruptly from its north 
side in a s e v e n - f o o t drop. 
The topographical characteristic 
coupled with the special desires 
the Weils had in mind for their 


home imposed a great many re- 
strictions on their architects, 
Richard P o p e r and William 
Lockett, AIA. 


The house that resulted is 


scarcely a year old. It embodies 
all that the Weils wanted—and 
more. It is highly functional, the 
architecture extremely attrac- 
tive, and it turns the disadvan- 
tages of the site to aesthetic 


advantage, belying b o t h the 
drop and the width of the lot. 


THE EXTERIOR of the house 


is of sandlewood stucco, cream- 
colored wood and natural red- 
wood board and batten siding. 
The width of the house is seem- 
ingly extended through use of 
spans of redwood eggcrate lat- 
tice.

north side of the lot was a re- 
taining wall of used brick. Now, 
the walkway leading back to the 
secluded entry is bordered by 
planting and this low, attractive 
wall. 


To the ]eft of the front door 


is a fixed panel of clear glass 
against which grows a mass of 
tropical greenery. This attrac- 
tive entryway is completely shel- 
tered by the flat overhang of 
the roof, plastered underneath 
with the sandlewood stucco. 


The front door opens to a 


completely separate entry car- 
pel ed in brown and white tweed 
wool and paneled in natural ash. 
A free-standing cabinet of curly 
Japanese ash stands out from 
the ent'-y \vall on wooden legs, 
a unique arrangement for guest 
wraps. 


To the right of the entry is 


the 
Jiving room with an un- 


usually high ceiling, a dimension 
determiner! largely by Dr. Weil's 
highly prized possession—an an- 
tique breakfront, more than 300 
years old. From the Bishop's 
Castle in Frieburg, Germany, 
this enormous piece of furniture 
stands nearly as high as the ceil- 
ing which is two feet above 
average. Of solid rosewood, it is 
30 feet wide and has multi- 
pa ned doors of hand blown glass. 


BALANCING THE ROOM at 


the opposite end is a fireplace 
of combined Ojai and 
Santa 


M.'iria fieldstone. The ceiling is 
of white acoustical p l a s t e r 
spanned with heavy beams and 
two walls arc completely pan- 


eled in natural 
honey-colored 


ash. 


Two painted walls are of a 


shade of sandlewood that iden- 
tically matches the boucle cur- 
tains. T h e y d r a p e the west 
exposure that is almost com- 
pletely glass. Centering the 
glass walls are panels that slide 
open to a sheltered terrace and 
the garden. Spanning the width 
of the glass is a lighting trough 
that e f f e c t i v e l y lights the 
beamed ceiling. 


The room is furnished with a 


pair of sofas — modern "in line 
and upholstered 
in 
off-white 


wool tweed, a pair of Dux chairs 
from Sweden that are uphol- 
stered in a pink-and-brown geo- 
metric print, a round cocktail 
table and a handsome corner 
table of oiled teakwood. 


TO THE LEFT of the entry 


is the den ... a sanctuary that 
is exclusively Dr. Weil's domain. 
It is mahogany-paneled and fea- 
tures vast amounts of built-in 
bookshelves and storage com- 
partments, and includes hi-fi 
system and an enviable collec- 
tion of records. Along the other 
side of the room runs a bank of 
windows that overlook the walk- 
way. Here is Dr. Weil's large 
birch desk. A pair of teak and 
oak chairs with rush seats plus 
a love seat upholstered in oat- 
meal t w e e d provide seating. 
Everything for Dr. Weil's con- 
venience and enjoyment—in pur- 
suit of his profession at home 
and of his hobbies—is included 
in this room.

the kitchen and dining room, an 
area which, essentially integrat- 
ed, may be readily separated by 
an expansive f o l d i n g leather 
door.

The 
other wall of the dining room is 
"papered" in natural burlap, a 
wonderful material for the art 
connoisseur who changes his 
paintings occasionally, for this 
is a wall covering that hides the 
nailholes! 


A LARGE AND simply de- 


signed dining table of birch has 
matching chairs upholstered* in 
turquoise. Over the table hangs 
a contemporary light fixture of 
brass. Draperies are sill length, 
of a colorful harlequin pattern 
flecked with gold. 


The large kitchen has a wealth 


of ash cabinets. Separating the 
dining room from the prepara- 
tion area is a large breakfast 
bar, wide enough for the proper 
setting of china and glassware. 
Countertops in the kitchen are 
surfaced with baige linen-like 
plastic. Flecked vinyl flooring is 
copper, black and white. From 
the kitchen a door opens to the 
patio, facilitating the serving of 
outdoor meals. The back door 
opens to a completely sheltered 
breeze way to the garage, a fea- 
ture of importance to a doctor 
who must, occasionally, make 
n i g h t c a l l s in all sorts of 
weather.

done this way: First smooth on 
liquid cleanser, bleach, or scour- 
ing powder moistened with wa- 
ter.

CHRISTMAS is a latter-day 


fete in the ancient annals 


of Hawaiian Island customs and, 
therefore, it is only natural the 
Hawaiian Santa Claus should 
come sailing into Honolulu from 
the sea, to leap ashore with his 
pack of good things. No sleigh 
for him on this happy coral 
shore! 


And his merry greeting is 


"Mele Kalikimaka!" instead of 
the usual "Merry Christmas!" 
That's because "r" and "s" were 
foreign to the original Hawaiian 
language and the natives could 
not handle them in speech. 


Before the coming of t h e 


white man the Hawaiian people 
were pagan in belief and the 


Ethiopia Calls 


Ethiopia 
is 
beckoning 
the 


traveler with a bent for the 
unusual.

They had al- 
ways delighted in religious fes- 
tivals, but in 1819 when t h e 
Kapu system of the old gods was 
discarded, they were without a 
religious belief. For this reason 
the native chiefs welcomed-the 
missionaries 
and 
encouraged 


their people to become Chris- 
tians. Today the Christmas holi- 
days are celebrated with a zeal 
and noise which driveg many of 
the more "conservative citizens 
out of the cities, as firecrack- 
ers are an essential part of the 
celebration. 


The first Christmas observ- 


ance recorded in the Hawaiian 
Islands took place in 1736, prior 
to the arrival of the missionar- 
ies, aboard the English ship, the 
Queen Charlotte, anchored off 
the island of Kauai. Native 
chiefs were invited and g i f t s 
were distributed to the children 
on shore. This was the period 
when a flourishing fur trade 


. with the Orient had developed 
and British and American ships 
started arriving in large num- 
bers. They had discovered the

strategic location of the islands 
and stopped to take on water 
and supplies. 


HOWEVER, IT WAS not un- 


til 1862 that King Kamehame- 
ha IV and Queen Emma, mem- 
bers of the Church of England, 
gave official sanction to the 
Christmas holiday, and pub- 
lished a proclamation to- t h a t 
effect. A Christmas Eve serv- 
ice was held in the church, 
which the King and Queen at- 
tended, followed by a torch light 
procession through the streets- 
singing carols, ending at lolani 
Palace. Christmas as a religious 
observance was 
thus estab- 


lished. 


There are unusual phases in 


the Hawaiian forms ,of celebra- 
tion. Each Christmas Eve there 
is a pageant with carols on the 
balcony of the lolani Palace. 
With no racial prejudice, Jap- 
anese, Chinese and Hawaiian 
children 
enact 
the 
Nativity 


scene, and the singing of carols 
is often accompanied by ukuleles 
and steel guitars: Christmas 
menus often consist of roast pig 
and poi, breadfruit and devil- 
fish, accompanied by plenty of 
limu, a form of seaweed. 


THE LIBERAL popping off 


of firecrackers probably origi- 
nated from the Chinese custom 
of 
setting 
off fireworks 
to 


frighten away bad spirits. But 
the enthusiasm is the same as 
on the mainland, and the true 
Christmas spirit prevails. 


From time immemorial the 


catamaran, the Polynesians' big 
double canoe, was the means of 
transportation and exploration 
from island to island. So, to the 
deliriously happy children of 
Honolulu it seems most appro- 
priate for Kris Kringle to ar- 
rive aboard a catamaran with 


Christmas trees in the rigging 
and bags of toys in the hold.

among the most popular sub- 
jects. Someone recently pointed 
out that more cameras are 
aimed at' kids, canines and cats 
in one day than at the Grand 
Canyon in a whole year. 


ITS INTERESTING to note 


' that both youngsters and their 


favorite animals actually have a 
great deal in common as sub- 
jects. Both of them—whether 
pictured together or separately 
•—provide .plenty of action, can 
be alternately angelic - and ag- 
gravating, demand considerable 
patience on the part of the snap- 
shooter, and view the world 
from a , much lower eye-level 
than we adults do. 


It is by capitalizing on these 


special characteristics that the 
picture-taker can succeed in get- 
ting- really .superior snapshots. 
Shooting kids and their pets is 
by, no means "kid stuff"—but 
the results are re%varding and 
make whatever efforts are in- 
volved thoroughly worth the lit- 
tle extra time it takes to achieve 
just the effect you want. 


IN MANY CASES, some per- 


fect shots of children and pets 
we've seen wouldn't have been 
possible at all unless the picture- 
taker had come down to their 
level. Inhibition, thrown to the 
winds—and ' armed with a few 
appropriate props like lollipops, 
balls and biscuits — the snap- 
shooter should be prepared to 
caper about, laugh and play with 
his young subjects. 


Lively is the word for any 


child and his pet. So your cam- 
era must be ready to catch them 
"in action"—at precisely the mo- 
ment when the small youngster 
and kitten together discover the 
warmth of an electric blanket, 
or the tiny pup takes to gnaw- 
ing on the child's bunny-eared 
slipper. 


To tell your story, don't rely 


on one shot only—make a series 
of them. -

Inspired This Table!

HOUSEHOLDER'S occa- 
sional need of a table in a 


small space typifies the reason 
the market for folding card ta- 
bles is so stable. For more rea- 
sons than a game of bridge a 
housewife finds herself dragging 
a card table out of the hall clos- 
et with wear y regularity. It 
offers itself up willingly as a 
surface upon which the kids can 
paste, draw and eat snacks. 
It 


makes a fairly stable prop for 
a typewriter and doubles as a 
desk over which to strew income 
tax papers. 


But storing it and setting it up 


is, at best, somewhat of a nui- 
sance. Not so for the Elmo Jen- 
kinses, who have ingeniously de- 
vised a way of gaining spur-of- 
the-moment table tops without 
the hauling, d r a g g i n g a n r 
1 


pinched-finger routine that often 
goes with the card table. 


MRS. 
JENKINS* dining area 


has, in addition to a large din- 
ing table surface that stays hid- 
den away in its wall compart- 
ment, an eye-deceiving snack ta- 
ble, that never gives away the 
secret of its presence between 
occasions of use. 


This table looks exactly like 


a wonderful reproduction of a 
Van Gogh street scone as it 
hangs against the wall in a hand- 
some, natural-wood, shadow-box 
frame. 
And. really, that is ex- 


actly what :t is — until Mrs. 
Jenkins decides 10 convert it into 
a table. Then the picture, which 
is mounted on a sturdy thickness 
of masonite, is unsnapped from 
its top clip and lowered ia much 


the manner of a wide ironing 
board. 
As the picture swings 


out from the wall to assume the 
horizontal, the frame swings free 
from a top hinge, establishing 
i t s e l f as a rectangular "leg" 
upon which the table is support- 
ed. 


INSTALLED in the den is a 


similar device. Here, the picture 
is of Toby mugs framed in deep 
s h a d o w-b o x scallops of pine 
mounted on a larger rectangle 
of thick masonite. As the latter 
is lowered to present a handy 
work desk, the framed picture 
swings free to form a prop. Fur- 
ther function is found in the re- 
cess behind the masonite top. 
Shallow shelves, hidden when the 
table is latched shut, hold pens, 
p e n c i l s , writing paper, check- 
books and all the other small 
items needed at the a v e r a g e 
desk. Average? That is hardly 
the word for the clever brain- 
storms of the Jenkinses!

AREA'S CASTLE, near Lan- 
^ caster in the Mojave Desert, 
is a well-known landmark, but 
mysteriously little is 
known 


about the man who built it. 


It is said that when the boom- 


ing 20s were just getting under- 
way, a successful real estate 


Shea's Castle-Little-Known 


man withdrew from the lands 
market and invested in a desert 
domain, an aggregate of home- 
steads 
covering 1,369 
tawny 


acres tucked into a spur of west 
Antelope Valley. The fabulous, 
many-roomed castle that rose 
upon the sunbaked earth stands 
imperishably today, but memory 
of 
the 
slender 
distinguished- 


looking Irishman who built it, 
referred to only as R. P. Shea, 
is fading into blurry recollection. 
Legend, too, whispers of Shea's 
wife, a sad colleen from the Em- 
erald Isle, whose heart finally 
broke within the walls of the 
castle seared by t h e sun-gold 
blaze of desert floors. She wear- 
ied with longing for rainy Irish 
skies. 


Begun in 1924, the castle was 


completed 
within two years. 


Strange 
was the 
sight and 


stranger 
the tales as 
stone 


lodged against stone, r a i s i n g 
thick walls and rounding out real 
towers into the crenelated rock 
parapets — warlike battlements 
as g e n u i n e as any in the Old 
Country. Shea, people say, sent 
an architect to Ireland to gather 
authentic ideas. 


LIKE A PICTURE f r o m a 


storybook, the towers and bat- 
tlements clustered on a lonely 
alluvial desert meadow cause a 
blink 
of surprise 
in 
today's 


America. 


Old timers in the area recall 


that "everyone worked • on the 
castle," and as the grain and al- 
falfa fields were being blighted 
by an arid cycle at the time, the 
economic lift given to the area 
by the wages and currency cir- 
culated by Shea's enterprise is 


still remembered gratefully to- 
day. Some say it is a replica 
of Blarney 
Castle in Ireland/ 


Shea's castle towers are round; 
Blarney's famous one is square. 
However, the massive architec- 
ture definitely calls to mind the 
staunch masonry of wild north- 
ern Ireland near County Cork. 
Irish masons came to California 
to help build it. 


NATIVE STONE was quar- 


ried on the 'grounds, hewn into 
blocks, and used in constructing 
the 
castle. The millionaire's 


passion for authenticity resulted 
in costly importations: Walnut 
and cedar for paneling, marble 
from Italy for fireplaces, inlays 
of precious woods from Europe 
for flooring. 
Beautiful native 


onyx also was used. Cost was 
not an item, but perfection was.

The castle lies at 2,847 eleva- 
tion. 


The castle and its grounds are 


inclosed by 11% miles of woven 
wire fencing, seven feet high, 
stoutly, set in concrete and worth 
5120,000 if duplicated today. 
A private entry road, graveled 
and outlined by granite boulders, 
can be reached by a country dirt 
road off 140th Ave. about 20 
miles west of Lancaster or Palm- 
dale, and is entered beneath an 
elaborate grillwork flanked by a 
granite sentry box

Make a ScandiMvian Bird 
in the Christmas Tradition 


1. A CAY, QUAINT Christmas sym- 
bol you can make yourself will become 
—with passing years—a part of your 
family's osvn Christmas tradition. 


2. DRAW BIRDS' with soft pencil on 
Vz-inch 
pine 
ruled 
into 
J/2-inch 


squares, as indicated in this photo- 
graph. Material can be any soft pine 
available at your lumberyard, or you 
can salvage it from old crates, boxes. 
Wood that shows the least grain is 
easiest to work with. 


St. COPING SAW cuts into soft pine 
like butter, and follows curves you 
marked. Keep the blade at right an- 
gle to surface so cut edge will be 
square. If you're making several, tack 
two pieces of stock together, and cut 
both at one time. It's faster—and 
ensures uniformity. 


. 4. DRILL HOLE for doweling 
leg. before you start to round 
the edges and shape the bird. If 
you'll mark direction of hole on 
the side, it will help vou guide 
the drill. Dowel about 3/16 of 
inch makes right-size leg—and 
it should be about 2 inches 
above the little- square base. 


5. SHARP KNIFE or r a z o r 
blade is your can-ing tool. Mark 
lines you'll want to cut 
for 


feathers, eye,—and take light 
cuts, following lines. First cuts 
should ba shallow V-grooves. 
Then deepen them gradually, as 
vou widen and smooth cuts. 
Watch grain direction, to pre- 
vent knife from digging in. 


6. PAENTTI>*G BIRDS is easy, 
now that the feathers and tail 
are carved. The carving helps 
to guide your brush true, even 
if you're a novice. Give bird 
base color first, 2 coats of 
white. Then hit-or-miss feath- 
ers with yellow, blue, green, or 
red.

GARDENS 
Potted Tulips Are a Challenge

ROWING potted tulips with 


12-inch stems is not an im- 


possibility in Southern Califor- 
nia. As a matter of fact, you 
can force tulips in your own 
garden and produce blooms as 
gorgeous 
• 
those seen in a 


florist's shop during spring. Spe- 
cial cultural demands must be 
met but these are neither com- 
plicated nor expensive. Your 
five-year-old child actually can 
grow prize-winning tulips in 
your home. 


It is unfortunate that so 


m a n y Southern Californians 
blame the weather .for their fail- 
ure to grow prize-winning tulips. 
The weather, of course, is differ- 
ent from that experienced in 
Holland, back east or in the 
Northwest.. Yet it is possible to 
compensate for our lack of cold 
weather and still obtain top 
quality results. 


Briefly, the way to grow tu- 


lips in the 
open garden in 


Southern California is to plant 
them late and deep. 
These 


same conditions can be emulat- 
ed when growing the plants in 
pots. As a matter of fact, ex- 
cellent results will be obtained 
by planting tulips all through 
December; and while, quite ob- 
viously, you cannot plant tulips 
deep in a pot, yet the benefits 
of deep planting can be realized 
by keeping the bulbs in a dark, 
cool and uniformly moist situa- 
tion. 


IF THE BULBS have been 


precooled, they can be planted 
as late as Christmas and they 
will flower in April. Bulbs that 
have not been precooled should 
go into the/soil sometime prior 
to that time. The reason for 
this is due to the nature of the 
tulip bulb. The embryo flower 
is contained within the bulb. As 
the weather warms up, this 
flower bud moves upward in the 
bulb. By precooling the bulb 
this bud remains down at the 
base and that is why deep 
planting for this area is a sensi- 
ble procedure as the soil is cool- 
er lower down. 


The best size pot is a 7-inch 


container. You may place from 
four to five bulbs in this size 
pot 
They should be planted 


just slightly under the surface 
and spaced equally apart. The 
soil should be loose and porous 
and must not be rich or the 
bulbs may rot. You must not 
us~ any manures in the compost, 


1 au; the burning may result. Ex- 


perienced tulip growers in this 
area usually add a small amount 
of bone meal to the soil mix. 
This food will not burn and be- 
comes available slowly. 
Also, 


some charcoal may be added for 
its purifying effect. 


CONDITIONS such as result 


from growing plants under lath 
are ideal. It is advisable to 
place on top of the plants a 
mulch or straw about one inch 
thick. Two benefits are real- 
ized: The mulch keeps out light 
and also aids in retaining uni- 
form moisture. 


One very important cultural 


demand is that the moisture in 
the pots be kept 
uniformly 


damp. Avoid radical changes 
from extreme dryness to soggi- 
ness. as this definitely will in- 
hibit normal plant growth. The 
pots should be raised on rock> 
or boards so that their base 
will be at least one inch off the 
surface. 
Three or four such 


supports will allow the air to 
circulate b-.-ncath the pots and 
excess water to escape. 


A well balanced plant food 


may be applied lightly w3wn the 


are ia the bud stage. 


Tulip bulbs may be potted as late as December in Long 
Beach area and still be sure of prize-winning blooms.

perhaps gay red berries or vari- 
ous colored baubles adding high- 
lights here and there. 


If Christmas is green to you, 


and you wish to give someone 
the greenest-green potted plant 
you can find, consider Crassula 
agentea, 
the 
succulent jade 


plant. Such a gift not only is 
entirely satisfactory for mild 
climates but it can tolerate neg- 
lect. Although a rich sandy'loam 
with good drainage is to its lik- 
ing, 
it can thrive in poor soil 


and hit-or-miss watering. 


Pale pink clusters of star- 


shaped flowers twinkle in the 
center of leaf rosettes during 
December, usually in time for 
the holidays. 


The jade plant needs sunshine 


whether it is a potted plant in a 
window or growing outdoors in 
the garden. Some shade, how- 
ever, appears not to harm it. 


IF YOU WISH to transplant 


the potted plant or a rooted cut- 
ting, have the soil dry so it will 
not pack hard around the fleshy, 
succulent 
roots. After it is 


planted, moisten the soil and 
keep it gently moist until the 
plant is established. 


The jade plant is easily propa- 


gated by cuttings of stems and 
by leaves. Cuttings should not 
be planted for a few days after 
they are taken to give them a 
chance to form a callus on the 
cut end. When the protective 
film has formed, plant in me- 
dium moist sand or a mixture of 
moist sand and soil until the 
roots form.

gradually diminishing .heir wa- 
ter supply. This will enable them 
to get through the winter with 
a minimum of suffering from 
the cold. 


A mulch of peat will aid in 


keeping the soil moist during 
dryness or periods of long-last- 
ing winds. And when it rains 
this mulch will prevent puddling 
on the surface. It will also re- 
duce the caking over of the sur- 
face. 


Berried shrubs such ns pyra- 


canthas and cotoneasters will 
guarantee color in your garden 
during the winter months.

You'll Need Your Change

Bags of coins are dumped, carried by escalator (back- 
ground) (a the counting head of the receding machine. 


f .VST YEAR. we. the people 
*^ of this country, put $1,9X).- 
000.000 in coins into vending 
machines, not counting tele- 
phones, 
parking meters and 


service machines such as coin- 
operated TV receivers. For these 
coins we received items ranging 
from hot coffee, cold drinks, hot 
soup, cigarettes and fresh fruit 
to pocket cnmbs. toothbrushes, 
handkerchiefs, music and hot 
meal*. 


There are more coins In use 


today in the United States than 
ever before, and the amount is 
still on the upswing. 


FOR EXAMPLE, when tele- 


phone companies throughout the 
nation raised the cost of a phone 
call from a nickel to a dime, 
many areas were again pinched 
for dimes. When the state of 
California passed a sales tax 
several years ago there was an 
extreme shortage of pennies, 


TlIK TREMENDOUS popula- 


tion growth in southern Cali- 
fornia has the kinks working 
overtime to meet the greatly in- 
creased demand for pennies, 
nickels, dimes, quarters and half 
dollars 
Today, las Angeles 


handles more coins than any 


other city in the world. To Veep 
ahead of this need, banks have 
installed

mechanized 


equipment for all phases of tne 
work. 


One such 
Installation, Se- 


curity-First National Bank of 
Los Angele*. is the largest in the 
world 
and 
currently 
sorts, 


counts and wraps more than 30 
tons of coin in a five-day week. 
This adds up to approximately 
one half mi'lion rolls of coins 
per month, varying anywhere 
from $300,000 to $600,000 per 
week. 


MONEY COMING Into the 


vault arrives in armored trucks. 
An armed guard in a bullet- 
proof, glass - rnclosed cupola 
overlooking the truck delivery 
area flashes a coded signal to 
another guard in the vault. 


The second guard presses a 


button and a heavy steel door if 
raised electrically. The raised 
door exposes a conveyor belt 
which carries the money sacks 
to the underground level.

Kiernan and tw3 of the mine 
engineers decided tj mike a 
break for it and try to reach 
Manila to join the V. S. Army. 


By .1 circuitous route, they 


hiked out of th mountains and 
in two days reached Manila. 
From their exiVricnce at the 


mine, all three were familiar 
with demolitior work and were 
hired upon arrival as supervising 
engineers with an Aimy unit 
that won fame as "Casey's 
Dynamiters." named after the 
commanding colonel. 
Kiernan's assignment was to 


haul in dynamite for demolition 
of the huge Fa-radan oil insta! 
lation. It was finally touched off 
on Dec. 31. he recalls, with a 
"tremendous roar ?nd the most 
frightening burst of flame and 


attrition 
smoke any of us had ev er seen." 
There had been no time for 


him to be sworn into the Army 
That came three weeks later 
when -ie received a field com 
mission in Bataan. where he 
had raced in a wi1 * ride wit] 
a commandeered car on New 
Year's Eve. o.cr a pilch black 
road pas' thc fleeing populace 
and retreating \rrny units.

Th« Mission Nnesiia Senora de la SoledadL long neg- 
lected, is being restored by the Native Daughters.

'M'HERE 1* a mistaken belief 
* that 
all of California's 


picturesque missions along El 
Camino Real have be«n restored. 


One of the originals, built In 


1791. was completely neglected 


until 1939. The'adc** walls ot 
Mission Niiestra" Senora de la 
Soledad, located midway be- 
tween King City and Salinas, 
had long been in the process of 


returning to the soil from 


they were ma<5<? until d 
by California Nati\e U 
of the Golden Wes-t. 


Through the elfoits of this 


group the mission, 13th in a 
chain of 21 founded fcy the Span- 
ish padres as they walked along 
the Kings Highway almost two 
centuries ago, has been partially 
restored. 


IN AlT.rST of 1935, the orig- 


inal beU that once called Indian 
neophytes to services in Mis-sion 
Soledad. 
rang 
its 
summons 


again in the rebuilt chapel for 
the first time in 118 jears when 
secularisation brought 
almost 


immediate ruin to the edifice. 


Founded on Oct. 9. 1791 by 


Father Fernnin de Lasuen, the 
building was never pretentious 
nor as attractue a* those locat- 
ed in this area. It did. however. 


serve a« an Important link In 
tttr chain ar»l continued the dc- 
itfcljment of the Salinas ValJey 
area. 


IX IM4. TCO Indians were de- 


pendent ujoii the mission. It was 
stocked with WM head c.f cat- 
tle. 163 horses and mules and 
4 
rK"/> sheep ^i-t husidred arid 
eighty three bushels i< grain 
were harvestcd^in one jear. 


Mission SoledjJ was a refuge 


for coastal missions «hen the 
pirate Bouchard plundered and

day. Some say it is a replica 
of Blarney Castle in Ireland. 
Shea's castle towers are round; 
Blarney'* famous one is square. 
However, the massive architec- 
ture definitely calls to mind the 
staunch masonry of wild north- 
ern Ireland near County Cork. 
Irish masons came to California 
to help build it.

Potted Tulips Are a Challenge

G 


ROWING potted tulips with 


12-ir.ch stems is r.ot an im- 


possibility in Southern Califor- 
nia. As a matter of fact, you 
can force tulips in your own 
garden and produce blooms as 
gorgeous as those seen in a 
fljrist's shop during spring. Spe- 
cial cultural demands must be 
met but these are neither com- 
plicated nor expensive. Your 
five-year-old child actually can 
grow prize-winning tulips in 
your home. 
It 
U unfortunate that so 


m a n y Southern CaUIornians 
blame the weather for their fail- 
ure to grow prize-winning tulips. 
The weather, of course, is differ- 
ent from that experienced in 
Holland, back east or in the 
Northwest. Yet it is possible to 
compensate for our lack of cold 
weather and still obtain top 
quality results. 


Briefly, the way to grow tu- 


lips in the open garden in 
Southern California 'a to plant 
them late and deep. 
These 


same conditions can be emulat- 
ed when growing the plants in 
pots. As a matter of fact, ex- 
cellent results will be obtained 
by planting tulips all through 
December; and while, quite ob- 
viously, you cannot plant tulips 
deep in a pot. yet the benefits 
of deep planting can be realized 
by keeping the bulbs in a dark, 
cool and uniformly moist situa- 
tion. 
JF THE BUUS have been 


precooled, they can be planted 
as late as Christmas and they 
will flower in April. Bulbs that 
liave not been precooled should 
go into the soil sometime prior 
to that time. The reason for 
this is due to the nature of the 
tulip bulb. The embryo flower 
is contained within the bulb. As 
the weather warms up. this 
flower bud moves upward in the 
bulb. By precooling the bulb 
this bud remains down at the 
base and that U why deep 
planting for this area is a sensi- 
ble procedure as the soil is cool- 
er lower down. 
The best size pot Is a 7-lnch 


container. You may place from 
four to five bulbs in this size 
pot. They should be planted 
just slisWly under the surface 
and spaced equally apart. The 
soil should be loose and porous 
and must not be rich or the 
bulbs may rot. You must not 
us- any manures in the compost. 
a,: the burning may result. Ex 
perienccd tulip growers in thi 
.rea usually add a small amoun 
of bone mea! to the soil mix. 


•his f.x>d will not burn and be- 
comes available slowly. Also, 
some charcoal may be added for 
ts purifying effect. 


CONDITIONS 'such as result 
rom growing plants under lath 
are idi?i!. It U advisable to 
place on top of the plants a 
nulch or straw about one inch 
thick. Two benefits are real- 
ized: The mulch keeps out light 
and also aidi in retaining uni- 
form moisture. 
One very important cultural 


demand is that the moisture in 
the pots be kept uniformly 
damp. Avoid radical changes 
from extreme dryness to soggi- 
ness, as this definitely will in- 
hibit normal plant growth. The 
pots should be raised on rocks 
or bx»rd< so that their base 
will be at least one inch off the 
surface. 
Three or four such 


supports will allow the air to 
circulate beneath the pots and 
excess water to escape. 


A well balanced plant food 


may be applied lijhtly when the 
floweri are ia the bud. tuji.

I'll always remember. . , 


The team that ran the wrong way 


by LOU LITTLE 


I have seen many spectacular things happen on foot- 
ball fields — including our famous KF-79 play that 
beat Stanford, 7-0, in the 1934 Rose Bowl. But 1 
don't think any game impressed me more than one 
we played against Dartmouth in 1931. 


We had been shellacked by Dartmouth the pre- 


vious year, 52 to 0. There was no mystery about 
why, either. The left side of the Indians' line, led by 
a fearfully big tackle named Hank Barber, had 
ruined us on both offense and defense. Since we 
were to play pretty much the same Dartmouth team 
the next fall, I mapped a simple strategy. We would 
run most of our plays against the right side of the 
Dartmouth line, thus .steering clear of the devastat- 
ing Barber. 


The week before the game, we practiced running 


to the right side till my halfbacks, Clif f Montgomery 
• and Ralph Hewitt, had their assignments down par 
Right from the opening kickoff, we slammed

through the Dartmouth line for big yardage. At 
half time we were two touchdowns ahead. 


But as we filed out for the second half, Hewitt 


took me aside. "Coach," he said, "I just realized 
something. We've been running our plays the w rong 
way — to their left instead of the rightr 


I was stunned. Like the rest of the team, I just 


hadn't noticed it in all the excitement. 


"Well, do as we planned," I told him. "Start run- 


ning to their right." 
- 
The team did — but with astonishing results. In- 


stead of picking up five or six yards a try as we'd 
done in the first half, we could barely get a yard. 


• Finally, in desperation, we sw itched bick to run- 
ning against their left, the side of the line that had 
killed us the year before. Immediately we started 
rolling again. The final score was 19-6. 


Later I realized what had happened. When our 


boys ran against Barber and the left side, they ran 
hard, for we were out to avenge the previous year's 
beating at their hands. We lacked this drive against 
the right side, and so we didn't make yards. It taught 
me a valuable lesson. The greatest plans of the 
most talented people won't work if they lack two 
basic ingredients — aggressiveness and enthusiasm-

NO ONE old enough to remember December 7, 1941, 
ever win forget what happened that day. The surprise 
Japanese attack on Pearl Harbor, America's mid-Pacific 
bastion, rocked thh notion to Hi heels and touched off 
nearly four years of oll-out war. Now, 15 years later, 
PAtAuf Editor Jess Gorkin and Wesl Coast Correspondent 
tloyd Shearer hove »isited Japan for a dose-gp look ot 
the man who planned the Peorl Harbor attack and the 
Japan that emerged from its aftermath. Here a. their

F THEY ONLY had listened to me," LL Gen. 
Minoru Genda says, "we would have invaded 
Hawaii. After the attack on Pearl Harbor and 


the other Oahu installations, we could have taken 
Honolulu pretty easily. 


"This would have deprived the American Navy 


of its best island base in the Pacific. It would have 
cut the lifeline to Australia, and that country might 
have fallen to us like a ripe plum. 


"I also was in favor of bombing the American 


aircraft factories and oil refineries on the California 
•coast. In December of 1941 we could have bombed 
San Diego, Long Beach, Portland and Seattle with- 


out much opposition. I even suggested that we 
occupy California. 


"With these victories won by the Japanese navy, 


our diplomats could have tried to work out an ad- 
vantageous peace settlement" 


So says the Japanese officer who planned the 


attack on Pearl Harbor —an attack that came 
nearer to crippling America than most of us ever 
knew. What manner of man conceived it? 


Minoru Genda is short (SI"), lean (120 Ibs.), 


soft-spoken—and dimpled. In 1941 he was con- 
si<lrred one of the most brilliant air tacticians in the 
Japanese navy. A lieutenant commander by rank, 
he also was a pilot of great skill and daring. Japan- 
ese referred to him and his colleagues as -Genda s 
Flying Circus." 


An honor graduate of the Japanese Naval War 


College a naval attache in London for two years, 
Genda originated (early in the Sino-Japanese War) 
mass employment of fighters to control the air m_ 
which friendly bombers were to oper»te. He was 
one of the first to advocate the employment of 
several carrier task forces for a single tactical op- 
eration (such as the assault on Hawaii). Before 
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Japan attacked the U.S.. he predicted that aircraft 
carriers rather than battleships would decide the 
eventual victor. 


Today, at 52, General Genda is in charge of 


Japan's new self-defense air force operations. As 
such he is regarded as a warm friend of the US. 
He fiies one of ourF-86Fjet fighters.works hand- 


, in-hand with our Air Force brass, is privy to many 


of our war plans should the Russians or the Chinese 
Communists move against Japan. 


Recently, as we sat in Genda's office at Johnson 


Air Base outside of Tokyo, he spoke matter-of- 
factly of those fateful days 15 years ago. Nattily 
dressed in Air Force blues, he was polite, his man- 
ner friendly, his voice soft, his attitude that of the 
professional soldier. 


-In 1941," Genda began, "our navy w ar-planners 


had two different principal strategies. The naval 
general staff, with Admiral Nagano as spokesman, 
advocated a bold thrust southward to the Dutch 
East Indies. The objective was the capture of 
vital oil areas—.without which our navy could 
not operate for very long —before the US. Pa- 
cific Fleet at Pearl Harbor could interfere. Once it 


steamed out to sea. we would try to destroy it. 


"The second plan was originated by Adm. 


Isoroku Yamamoto, commander-in-chief of our 
combired fleet. Yamamoto maintained that the 
Japanese navy should not invade southward with- 
out first immobilizing the US. Pacific Fleet. He 
feared attack in the Western Pacific before we 
could consolidate our gains. He suggested that we 
cripple the US. Pacific Fleet in a surprise attack 
while we simultaneously bunched the southern 
offensive. 


-He discussed the idea with Rear Adm. Takijiro 


Onishi, who assigned the Pearl Harbor project to 
me. He asked me: Was a surprise attack feasible? 


"After weeks of study and research. I made my 


report. I said that a successful attack on Hawaii 
was very possible if we employed planes from an 
six of the 1st Air Fleet's carriers. This meant an 
attacking force of more than 300 planes. 


. 
"I suggested that we attack Pearl Harbor on a 


Sunday morning to gain maximum surprise. If the 
attack went well, 1 advocated that we land troops 
on the island of Oahu. We should then proceed to 
the California coast and spread demoralization by 
bombing installations there." 


Once Genda had handed in his report, he sat 


back to wait while his superiors debated the plan. 
For the most part, the naval general staff was 
against it. Tcxxmuch of a gamble, they said. Genda's 
own admiral. Chuichi Nagano, whose 1st Air Fleet 
would play the leading role in the Pearl Harbor 
attack, also opposed the plan- 


But Admiral Yamamoto insisted that the US. 


Pacific Fleet was Japan's slrongest foe and must be 
destroyed first. When the general staff still dis- 
azreed. Yamamoto threatened to resign. In the 
end he was given his way. 


The Attackers Form Ranks 


-On November 3. 1941." Genda recalls, "Ad- 


miral Nagumo and Admiral Yamamoto met in 
Tokyo and approved the Pearl Harbor attack in 
the event of war. 


-Our naval fliers then began rehearsing their 


target runs over Kyushu, where the terrain some- 
what resembles the land surrounding Pearl Harbor. 


-On November 26 our task force, 31 ships in all. 


moved out of Tankan Bay in the Kuril* Islands 
and headed for a pre-arranged stand-oft point. 
Here, once and for all, we were to be told whether 
or not we were going to war against the United 
States. 


-On December 1 we were told it was war. 
-Well briefed by our intelligence, well prepared 


by our practice, fired-up with great fighting spirit, 
our fleet steamed full speed ahead. Then, five hours 
before we reached the location where our fliers 
were scheduled to take off, 200 miles north of 
Pearl Harbor, we received a most disturbing intel- 
ligence report from Headquarters. 


-Our top-priority targets, the American aircraft 


carriers, were not at Pearl Harbor. Neither were 
most of your heavy cruisers. There were plenty of 
other ships, but I was keenly disappointed. I knew 
that your carriers would become the most import- 
ant ships in the war. Having no alternative, we 
continued on course. 


"At 6 a.m. on ihe morning of December 7, our 


carriers turned into the wind. Mitsuo Fuchida, 
senior air wing commander, led the first wave of 
183 planes to Pearl Harbor. These planes consisted 
of dive bombers, level bombers, fighters and tor- 
pedo planes. It took them one hour and 49 minutes 
to reach their objectives. The first bombs were 


dropped on Wheeler Field to prevent fighter oppo- 
sition. Dive bombers then attacked Hickam Field 
and Ford Island. Success was immediate. All eight 
battleships moored at Ford Wand were hit. Planes 
at Hickam, Wheeler and Ewa were shot up on the 
ground. 


"At 8:54 our second wave. 170 planes, arrived 


over Oahu to finish the kill. By 1 o'clock that after- 
noon all the surviving aircraft were safely aboard 
our carriers. We had lost only 29 planes and 55 
men. We had sunk or damaged practically the 
entire battleship strength of the U.S. Pacific Fleet. 
inflicted approximately 3,500 casualties on service 
personnel, destroyed dozens of planes. 


-Most important, we had achieved our objective 


in destroying a major part of the US. Pacific Fleet 
and thereby" preventing that fleet from interfering 
with our operations in southern Asia. We didn't 
seize Hawaiian territory because we didn't have 
any army soldiers to occupy the territory. The army 
was saving its men for war against Russia.

-One of the big mistakes in the Pearl Harbor 


attack was our failure to bomb exposed oil storage

tanks. If »e had blown up the fuel as well as the 
ships, we would have rendered Pearl Harbor useless

-After the Pearl Harbor attack I felt more than 


ever that we had to seek out the American aircraft 
carriers and sink ihem. 1 was in favor of heading 
for California or Midway. But our tankers had 
already withdrawn to a designated refueling posi- 
tion on the way home and we had to rendezvous 
with them. 


-Six months later at Midway, after your intelli- 


gence had intercepted ami decoded all our recent 
messages and plan.s. your carrier planes sank our 
four largest carriers. 
" 


-From that point on, practically all of us saw 


the handwriting on the wall. Later in ihe war. when • 
your B-29's began bombing Japan from the Mari- 
anas, you repaid us for ihe attack on Pearl Harbor 


a thousand-fold.

-One night in March 1945. 1 remember your 


General LeMay sent more than 300 B-29's to 
bomb Tokyo from an altitude of 7.000 feet. Each 
plane dropped at least six tons of jelly gasoline fire 
bombs on ihe city, burning out 16',4 square miles, 
and killing or wounding anywhere from 100,000 . 
to 300,000 people. 


That wis only one night." concludes the man 


whose plan touched it all off. "when many^f us 
wished we had never heard of Pearl Harbor.'"

a new look at what 


we did to Hiroshima 


$35 a month, such statements as this last areeither double- 
talk, or propaganda. 


"You Americans are very confusing." So runs a typi- 


cal civilian reaction. "Your General MacArthur comes 
here after the war and gives us a new Constitution. Many . 
of us are not in favor of it. but the Japanese Diet passes 
it and we accept it. It specifically says Japan will never 
raise an army, navy or air force. 


"Three -years later the Korean War breaks out, and a 


•Police Reserve of 75,000 men is organized to take the 
place of the American soldiers who were sent to Korea. 
Soon, the Police Reserve is equipped with tanks and guns 
and a new name — National Security Force. In 1954 
the Government changes the name again, this time to 
Defense Force. It consists of three services: land, sea and 
air. 
- 


"Another thing. You tell us that Communists are evil, 


that they are against Christianity, individualism, freedom 
of speech and so forth. Most Japanese are not Christians, 
and we never had these democratic rights. 


"It is too much to expect us to think the same way 


you Americans do." 


The average Japanese is deeply anti-militarist, and with 


good reason. He has not forgotten that a tyrannical mili- 
tary clique led him into an utterly disastrous war against 
the U.S. Our bombs reduced Japan to a land of cinder- 
choked funeral pyres; we literally burned to the ground 
90 different cities. Our armed forces killed or wounded 
approximately 6 million Japanese. 


Yet in July. 1945, Japanese newspapers carried the 


militarists' claim that Japan lay on the threshold of its 
greatest victory. The war is proceeding just as our lead- 
ers planned it." one journal reported. "The Americans 
have massed their men and ships off Okinawa. Soon they 
wi!l try to invade Japan. But our soldiers, sailors and 
airmen are ready. We w ill drive them into the sea." 


Five days later we exploded a single atomic bomb ap- 


proximately 500 yards above Hiroshima. 


The official casualty figures say the bomb killed 78,150

MINISTER Ktyoshi Tanimoto of Hiroshima's United Church 
of Christ describes the horror that A-bomb attack caused. 


persons and injured 37,425 of the city's approximately 
345,000 population. Everyone we interviewed who was 
there at the time calls this a gross underestimate. 


Says Kiyoshi Tanimoto, Reverend of the Nagaregawa 


United Church of Christ and one of the central characters 
in John Hersey's famous boot, Hiroshima: "We lied 
about the number of survivors. We told the authorities 
there were more than there really were. We did this be- 
cause we wanted to get more first-aid supplies, more help, 
more relief. My own calculation is that at least 250,000 
people were killed by the atomic bomb." 


Dr. Fumio Shigeto, currently director of the Hiroshima 


Red Cross Hospital, estimates the number of dead at 
200,000. Dr. Shigeto, incidentally, was the first man in 
Japan to realize that the bomb was atomic. 


"Our hospital was one of the few buildings left stand- 


ing," he told us. .The wounded and dying crawled and 
staggered in by the hundreds. As hospital radiologist, I

raced down to the cellar for film to X-ray some of the 
victims. When I took the film out of the case, 1 noticed 
that every sheet was fogged. I knew then that the bomb 
was radioactive." 


Typically, the Japanese do not feel that there was any- 


thing unethical or particularly sinful in our exploding 
atomic bombs over Hiroshima and Nagasaki. "It was 
total war," they say. "In total war, anything goes." 


After the Japanese surrender, we set up the Atomic 


Bomb Casualty Commission in Hiroshima to study the 
effects of our two A-bombs on the survivors. It now is a 
joint Japanese-American organization. Its doctors have 
examined more than 40.000 adult survivors and close to 
75,000 children. Dr. Robert Holmes, its director, has 
drawn three conclusions concerning the effects of radia- 
tion on adults: It did not cause permanent sterility. There 
was a -significant increase" in the incidence of leukemia 
(though total cases numbered only 105). And eye cata-

was born 25 minutes before the bomb was dropped. 
Hiroko told us that she was the only child living of the 
three who had been bom in Hiroshima that day.

doctors say my health is perfect. My mother, however, 
•had radiation sickness after the bombing — you know, 
hair falls out, vomiting, and she is stffl weak all the time. 


"It is very kind of Americans to interest themselves in 


us. I wonder if we would do the same for you. I have 
asked my mother, and she says she does not know. 4M 1 
know,* she says, 'is that the- American Occupation has 
been very good for the women of Japan.'"

Today Japan is Communism's No. 1 


Actually, American troops no longer occupy 


Japan. The Japanese Peace Treaty, signed Sep- 
tember 8, 1951, official]) ended the Occupation. 
The U-S. Army has one under-strength division 
here, the 1st Cavalry, no* J°*n Io 5-000 men- 
The Marines have another 5.009. and the Air 
Force and Navy probably 90.000 between them. 
These forces are stationed here under a mutual 
defense agreement. 


There is no doubt, however, that the present 


improved position of Japanese women is the 
result of the American Occupation. General 
MacArthur freed them from near-slavery in 
1945 by giving them the right to vote. They 
soon voted 39 members of their sex into the 
lower house of the Diet, won 985 state offices, 
joined some 30.000 municipal boards and took 
over 41 per cent of all (he jobs in Japan. 


Today, the Japanese city girl of 19 has given 


up her traditional kimono for Western dress. 
She attends a co-educational college- She be- 
lieves in marrying a man of her own choice 
instead of being sold into marriage via parental 
agreement. She is empow ered to sue for divorce. 


"She is against the continuation of Geisha 
schools, where young Japanese girls are trained 


10 amuse and entertain men. She is powerful 
enough to compel the Japanese Association of 
Brothel-Owners to close down their palaces of 
legalized prostitution by 1957. 


Mrs Japan of 1956 is determined to do her 


own thinking and to demand far more rights 
than were ever granted her in the past. In Tokyo. 
Osaka Kyoto and other large cities, it is com- 
monplace today for Japanese women to accom- 
pany their husbands to cocktail parties and other 
>ocial gatherings. Prior to World War II such 
behavior for women was unthinkable. 


Of the seven major reforms instituted by the 


American Occupation, it is the considered opin- 
ion of Far East experts that the only lasting one 
in Japan will be the enfranchisement and free- 
dom of women. Here are the other six, aU 
apparently failures: 


I) Removal of ultra-nationalistic and mili- 


tarivic leaden. As in West Germany, where 
many former Nazis now occupy positions of 
power, top Japanese posts are'reverting to po- 


• tential enemies of democracy. A prime example 


is Ichiro Hatoyama. placed on General Mac- 
Arthur's purge'list as a rabid supporter of Hitler 
and Mussolini. Uivkr Premier Yoshida. head 


You've racked up your first honor score — 


your team has swept three ... and now, 


bring on the refreshments!

2) Democratization of the police sjslem ana 


abolition of the thought police. Prewar Japan 
was known for its oppressive and brutal police 
force. People who were suspected of thinking 
incorrectly — and this could mean anything — 
were beaten, thrown in jail, kept there indefi- 
nitely. Today Japan's police are polite to for- 
eigners. According to many Japanese, however, 
they are well on the return road to old-fashioned 
strong-arm methods and general ruthlessncss. 


3) A new Constitution renouncing war and 


preventing the organization of armed forces. 
The Japanese Constitution now is a dead letter. . 


4) Land reform. Modest success has followed 


attempts to give poverty-stricken sharecroppers 
some ownership of the land they worked. But 
large tracts of land are still held by absentee 
landlords, and the postwar population increase 
has placed 20 per cent more people on the rural 
lands. All told, there now are 90 million Japa- 
nese on four islands no larger in area than the 
state of Montana. The land cannot support the 
people. Their only hope lies m emigration. 


5) Destruction of the "zaibatsu." monopoly . 


combines that controlled more than 90 per cent 
of Japan's industrial wealth before World War 
II. Like the I. G. Farbcnindustrie and other 
cartels in Germany, the taibalsu — through in- 
terlocking directorates, bribery, connections 
with the Imperial family and control of the 
banks — are pretty much back in the saddle. 


The Unions — and the Reds 


6) Development and liberalization of labor 


unions. The Occupation authorities encouraged 
the development of the Japanese labor move- 
ment, hoping the Japanese would keep to the 
path of collective bargaining. The unions in- 
stead have gone into politics and in some in- 
stances have provided the breeding grounds for 
Japan's Communists and their sympathizers. 


One of the great dangers in Japan today is 


that the people are so anti-militarist that they 
regard the very real Communist menace as a 
military red herring. While there are only 100.- 
000 listed Communist Party members at present, 
these Reds arc active in the major labor unions. 
They have organized cells in most of the uni- 
versities. 


They even have sought to infiltrate unions of 


Japanese employes of the U.S. armed forces 
here. They have fought American military at- 
tempts to enforce political screening of Japanese 
employes, and have resorted to violence when 
we tried to survey land needed to accommodate 
our jets and air transports. 


The Soviet mission in Tokyo has been the 


chief source of funds for the party. Now that 
Japan and Russia have resumed diplomatic 
negotiations, the Soviets undoubtedly will bring 
in a large number of agents from Moscow. 


Currently the Japanese Communists arc say- 


ing that there is no external threat to Japan that

requires the presence of American bases here. 
Vet the three Communist air forces in Asia — 
Russia, China and North Korea — among them 
have some 8,000 aircraft, half of which are jets. 
This number constitutes one-third of the entire 
Communist air strength. The Communists have 
approximately 100 air bases on the Asian Coast 
facing Japan. Their bombers and fighters could 
reach any target in Japan within two hours at 
the most. 


"If we weren't defended by U.S. air strength," 


says Capt. Yasukiyo Nishikori (who once was 
Edgar Bergen's house boy), "we would have 
been taken over by the Communists a long time 
aeo. 1 don't know why it's so hard for the Japa- 
nese to see this. 


"We are a very literate and educated nation. 


We know how the Communists took over so 
many other countries, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Rumania, Hungary, Bulgaria, Latvia, China — 
both from within and without. And yet our 
people think it can't happen here." 


Fortunately, there are some Japanese who 


think it can happen here. These include the men 
who have joined Japan's self-defense force — 
the men we currently are training to fight. •

10 TIPS ON THE STRATEGY 


OF EARNING A LIVING 


An expert tells you how to pace a successful career

The vast majority of us earn our living by- 
working for others. How ample or meager 
a living we earn depends on many things, 
not least the ability to market our service* 
consistently to Ihe greatest advantage. 


Two men start equal in ability and po- 


tential. Fifteen years later, one is an office 
manager at $85 a week, while the other is 
a $15,000 executive. Luck? Perhaps. But 
more likely it's because one man used 
strategy that made the most profitable use 
of his talents and opportunities. 


The strategy of earning a living is much 


like that of warfare and courtship. My 
analysis of the progress — or lack of it — 
of thousands of men in all walks of life 
over a period of many years discloses 10 
basic rules of good career strategy. Here 
they are. 


1 Don'l tail to measure your progress pe- 
riodically. The years between 24 and 35 
are your working capital; they must be 
invested in projects that will yield a rate 
of return that will insure an adequate liv-' 
ing for the rest of your life. In one year. 
you might put into and get out of a job all 
that is possible. If you spend a second year 
on that job, you spend about 9 per cent of 
your capital in a way that will yield no 
future return. 
1 Don'l look for security, permonence or 
Jong-rang* future in your «Ofry jobs. The 
chances of your making a lifetime career 
with your first, second or third employer 
are remote. The shorter your career has 
been, the less you should be concerned 
with the long-range prospects of your job. 
and the more value you should place on 


the kind of experience it gives you. There's 
nothing wrong with taking a dead-end job 
that gives you valuable experience — 
which in turn may help you land a perma- 
nent job with greater opportunities. 
3 Keep a "career fi/e" OB yourself. This 
is your sales portfolio. Put into it evidence 
of your ability, your achievements, your 
rising status. Remember that it oflen is 
impossible to go back and t,ry to gather 
proof of past accomplishments — so col- 
lect that proof as you go along. Your file 
should include suggestions you made and 
recognition they brought you, your raises 
or promotions, your firm's organization 
chart showing your position, samples of 
outstanding work you have done and the 
like. 
4 Cultivate your contort*. It is much easier 
to develop friendships w ith people outside 
your company who might laier do you 
some good if you do so while you are 
safely and securely employed. Don't wait 
until you are "between jobs" to develop 
helpful contacts: it may be too late. 
5 Be sore to add to your qualification* as 
you progress. Too many people believe 
that raises and promotions are adequate 
evidence of increased ability. Frequently, 
these merely are evidence of momentum. 
If your next job is to be better than your 
last, you must be prepared to offer more 
to your next employer. What is that 
"more" going to be? 
6 Test your market value from time lo lime. 
Too many people assume that because 
they are considered valuable employees in 
their jobs, they will be considered equally 
valuable on the open market. This, unfor- 


tunately, is too rarely true. The best way 
to find out the market value of your serv- 
ices is to explore outside job possibilities 
occasionally, even if you're not serious 
about applying. If you find it difficult to 
gain acceptance, you may spot weaknesses 
you can correct before they impede your 
progress. 
7 Keep obreosr of technological changes 
in your occupation, regardless of you/ age. 
Your way of doing things may be per- 
'ectly adequate for the firm that now em- 
ploys you, but will it be adequate for 
others? When your firm adopts a new 
technology, will you be qualified to stay? 


Only by keeping a sharp e_ye open for 


the new skills constantly being required 
in old occupations can you prevent your- 
self from becoming obsolete. For example, 
if you are an accountant, have you made 
any effort to learn the new and complex 
accounting machinery introduced in re- 
"cent years? Do you recognize that ac- 
countancy is veering away from the man- 
ual and toward the mechanical? Do you 
detect strong undertones of engineering 
science in your profession? 
t Aim {or assignments fhof will increase 
your empfoyabilify. Sometimes the thank- 
less job that nobody HVes can sound im- 
pressive to a prospective employer. Some- 
times it fills out a gap in your experience. 
It also may give a different point of view 
toward your regular work, or a hint of 
w ays your own job can be expanded. Simi- 
larly, easy assignments with lots of pres- 
tiec inside the firm may do absolutely 
nothing to make you either a bigger or a 
better man career-wise. You might enjoy 
them, but you don't profit by them. 
9 Strive for risibility in your work. As you 
go up. you inevitably will move into the 
shadow of a top executive. In that shadow 
lurks the career-killer: the anonymous 
job of "administrative assistant," where 
everything is done in your boss' name and 
on the strength of his authority, not yours. 
A lesser job, with more autonomy, where 
you can rise or fall on the basis of your 
own work, is usually safer in the long 


run — and gels you ahead faster. 
10 After 30, begin lo give as much thought 
to Id* firm as lo ifit fob. From now on, 
youll be able to change jobs less readily. 
In five years, you should be well en- 
trenched in your career. You can't afford 
to join a failing firm, one that has limited 
opportunities in the higher brackets, one 
that is in a declining industry, one shaken 
too often by reorganization and changes 
of management or one lhat isn't prepared 
to pay off on demonstrated ability in two 
or three years. 


If you follow these lips, don't expect 


them to guarantee fame and fortune. What 
they wiJ/ do. however, is give you a good 
y ardstick of your ability and progress. The 
rest is up to you. .

I loved winning. And when I lost, it

The long trips back and forth were tir- 


ing. However, 1 soon found the solution — 
a solution that ended up in misery and 
shame for me. 


I was out walking with a friend one day. 


She pointed to a fat man on a street corner.

The next day I went out and found the fat 
man. 1 asked him if he'd take my bets. He 
had seen me before and so he said that he 
would. 


This seemed to solve all my problems.

Gambling addiction: 
New peril to women 


Who* happened to the author of this 
article also n happening, to thousands of 
other U.S. women, according to police 
official!. Says Howard Winter, manager 
of the famous William J. Burns Interna- 
tional Detective Agency: "... Women 
ha»e never gambled as much as they 
are now. The situation is worst in Chi- 
cago, tos Angeles, Son Frpncrsco, the 
Florida resorts, New YorV and Nevada. 
More husbands than ever ore coming to 
us, asking our operatives to find out 
what is happening to the household 
money and the cosh "m joint accounts. 
We have to tell them 
that Vt being 


lost in gambling." 


Most of it, of course, is lost ot the 


horse tracks. (The Thoroughbred Racing 
Association recently found that women 
comprise 32 per cent of the patrons at 
U.S. tracks) Others gamble ot cards, 
especially "poVer parties" held in apart- 
ments end sometimes staged by profes- 
sional promoters.

lf harmful points out Dr. Robert Hall, 
director of New York University Research 
Center for Mental Health. iut. he adds, 
it can become an addiction that can 
wreck your life —as in the case of the 
author.

'I looked up at the board that 


flashes the results. I felt my 


knees give way... I almost fainted* 


All I had to do was stay home and wait for 
ihc results on the radio. It was a wonderful 
way to fill the lonely hours. - 


I didn't know it, of course, but I had be- 


come a compulsive gambler. I craved the 
excitement cf playing jusl as the alcoholic 
craves liquor and (he drug addict yearns for 
narcotics. 


Nobody really believes he is an addict 


until it's too late. So I never gave any 
thought to the consequences. I was enjoying 
myself and thai was enough. And yet I was 
sick — for compulsive gambling is a sick- 
ness just like alcoholism. 


What made me sick? Loneliness, I am 


sure. But a very special loneliness that, I 
found out later, is hitting more and more 
women every year. We have our busy years 
raising a family and then suddenly it's all 
over. We feel lost, unwanted and unnceded. 
We're still strong and healthy and there's 
nothing for us to do. 


But I had found something to do. Gam- 


bling filled my days with pleasure. 


Suddenly there wasn't so much pleasure. 


I started to lose. ' 


Day after day, week after week, I lost. 


Up lo this point, I had never gone up or 
down more than $150. So I always had 
money to bel, using a tiny savings account 
and my house money. But one day I found 
I was $500 in debt. 


Borrowing, Borrowing 


1 owed the fat man $100.1 had borrowed 


$200 from a friend on a flimsy excuse and 
I had gambled away $200 that my husband 
had left me to pay insurance premiums. 


I looked up another friend. My daughter, 


I told her, had smashed up her car and 
wanted to get it filed before her husband 
found out. She lent me $250. 


But instead of using this $250 to pay 


back my friends, I worked twice as hard 
trying to dope out the horses. And I doubled 
my bets., figuring I'd make a killing, get 
even — and then quit. 


But I didn't make any killings. I found 


myself getting deeper in the hole. 


I w enl sleepless tw o nights in a row, w or- 


rying and wondering what to do. 


But, really, what else was there? I went 


out and began borrowing small sums from 
my friends. After a week 1 had part of what 
I needed. 


But again the fever took hold. Again I 


gambled. Again I lost. 


Now I was about $1.000 in debt and 


badly scared. I went to my old jewelry box 
"and look out my bracelet watch and gold 
earrings. They brought $150 at a pawn- 
shop. 


I w anted to go to a finance company, but . 


I was afraid they would write to my hus- 
band — and I didn't want him to know 
an>thing about this. Although he was, and 
is, a wonderful man, I was afraid he would 
be horrified at what I had done.

So instead of going lo the finance com- 


pany, 1 went to a woman who. 1 had heard, 
loaned money. 1 borrowed $300.- I was to 
pay her back at ihe rate of $50 a month 
for a year. I knew the rate— 100 per cent 
— was illegal, but I needed the money. I 
had a little book in which I wrote down 
all my debts. The list was getting longer. 


1 could think of only one way out — one 


big killing on the horses. 


1 took my fur coat from storage and 


pawned it for $175. I went to the track and 
bet every cent I had — over $600 — on 
one race. 


My heart pounded as I walked away 


from the window. I couldn't watch Ihe race. . 
I wandered under the grandstand until 1 
heard the roar lhat told me they were off. 


When the roaring stopped. I walked out. 


I looked up at the board thai flashes the 
results. 


I felt my knees give way and I almost

high for many years, reared a fine family 
and kept a lovely home, it's a feeling that's 
impossible to describe. 


But I know how I acted. I couldn't look 


people in the eye any more. 1 couldn't even 
look in a mirror at myself. I couldn't sleep. 
I didn't care how sloppily 1 dressed. I 
couldn't even eat. 


And every' time I thought of my family 


and how they'd feel when they found out. 
the hurt became unbearable. 


One rainy night I sat down and counted 


up all my debts. I owed a total of $4,000. 


I went to a closet, pulled down one suit- 


case and packed a few things. I didn't know- 
where 1 was going. 1 had only a few dollars 
in my purse. I was over 50 years old; jobs 
would be hard to get. But 1 had to leave 
rather than face my husband and children. 


I walked toward the door. In the foyer is 


a large mirror. I caught a glimpse of myself 
and turned my head away. 


A key turned in the lock. The door 


opened and my husband w alked in. I hadn't 
expected him home fro.n his business trip 
for a. week.

"You're not 


going anywhere," he said. 


I looked at him, dry-eyed, but with an 


overwhelming sense of love and gratitude. 


It cost my husband his life's savings to 


pay off all the debts. In return, I made a 
solemn vow to him that I would break my 
addiction. And 1 did, though it took long 
months with my husband standing by to 
help when the temptation became almost 
too much. 


Today my life is a full one — without 


gambling. One of my sons has moved back 
to the city and my time now is happily- 
taken up with my grandchildren, commun- 
ity activities and a number of hobbies that 


I have recently discovered. 


But I know there are many thousands of 


other women, bored and lonely, who still 
gamble heavily. They don't know they are 
addicts. And they don't know the terrible 
heartache that their addiction will cause. 


If my story wakes them up; then what I 


suffered won't have been in vain.
